300 TO 500 FLOOD DEATHS 
ESTIMATED AS WATER HITS 
HALF DOZEN MORE TOWNS 


25 Refugees Leap From| 
Burning Building and 
Are Drowned. 


DYKES ARE BREAKING; 
RESIDENTS IN FLIGHT 


Property Damage Estimated 
at $500,000,000; Hoover 
Directing Relief. 


EVACUATION SPEEDED 
AS MENACE INCREASES 


Situation Between Vicksburg 
and Natchez Worse; Three 
States Badly Affected. 


Memphis, Tenn., April 25 (By A. P.). 
Swiftly and irresistibly, the flood wa- 
ters of the Mississippi river and its 
tributaries rolled across new ground 
today in three States—Arkansas, Mis- 
sissippi and Louisiana—inundating ad- 
ditional towns and thousands of acres 
of farm lands. 

Driving the homeless before it, the 
flood claimed new victims here and 
there, swallowing up a Mississippi Na- 
tional Guard rescue worker near Green- 
ville, an Arkansas planter near Pine 
Bluff and the captain of a government 
craft assisting in levee strengthening 
on the Arkansas river near Gould. 

With the known death list past the 
100 mark, estimates of the total fatall- 
ties ranged up from 300 to 500. Res- 
cue workers in the Mississippi delta 
fear that many lost their lives today as 
the flood waters-continued across that 
region. 

Twenty-five persons, whites and ne- 
groes, were drowned at Heads, a small 


village near Leland, yesterday when 
they jumped into the flood waters to 


escape from a burning building, the 
Memphis Commercial Appeal said to- 
night in a dispatch from a staff corre- 
spondent at Leland. 

In the absence of any official esti- 
mates, varying calculations of the dam- 
age over the 9,500 square miles of 
water-covered areas were made by busi- 
ness men here. These ranged all the 
way from $100,000,000 to $500,000,000. 

The Mississippi was being held to its 
banks by heroic work at half a dozen 
points and over a long stretch north 
and south of Vicksburg. 


Dykes Break on Smaller Streams. 


Breaks in dykes in smaller streams, 
both in north and south Louisiana, 
were reported, with a considerable area 
likely to be flooded and several more 
thousands made homeless. The crevasse 
in the Mississippi levee below New 


| Orleans, opened Saturday by a steamer, 


was expected to flood about 30 square 
miles, 

Towns which received flood waters 
today included Arkansas City on the 
Mississippi, which was cut off from all 
communication with the outside; 
Marked Tree, Lake Villa, McGehee and 
Dumas, in Arkansas, and Indianola, in 
Mississippi, east of Greenville. 

Arkansas City, a town of 2,000 people, 
has been evacuated, according to re- 
ports to the Arkansas military au- 
thorities, with the refugees seeking 
haven in McGehee and ‘other nearby 
towns, which are gradually being 
flooded by the Arkansas river flow. 

Evacuation also was going forward 
at Indianola, Arcola and other towns 
in the Mississippi delta, but there was 
no forcible evacuation by order of the 
military authorities either in those 
places or in Greenville, Adjt. Gen. 
Green announced at Vicksburg. 


Spreads at Alarming Rate. 


While the flood waters were spreading 
at an alarming pace, comprehensive 
plans were laid here for relief work 
with Secretary Hoover.at the helm. °

other officials and announced that the 
full resources of the government would 
be placed at the disposal of the relief 
agencies. 

The Commerce Secretary, before em- 
barking on a tour down the Mississippi 
to Vicksburg and New Orleans to get 
a first-hand picture of the situation, 
declared that the full $5,000,000 the 
country had been asked to give through 
the Red Cross would be needed and 
that perhaps more would have to be 
called for later. 

Meantime agencies of the govern- 
ment were converging forces rapidly on 
the flood district with supplies of all 
kinds to relieve the sufferings of more 
than 150,000 now homeless. Rescue 


work also was going on apace in all 


districts with the aid of additional mo- 


torboats and sea and airplanes used 
to spot out the refugees on levees, 
knolls and house tops in isolated dis- 
tricts. 


Mississippi Steadily Rises. 


With the flood waters slowly seeping 
back into the Mississippi through its 
tributaries, a constant rise in the river 
between Natchez and New Orleans was 
noted with the gauge at New Orleans 
showing a rise of 2 of a foot to 21 
feet, 4 feet above flood stage. 

Army engineers still were gravely 
concerned about the impending situa- 
tion lower down on the river and they 
said today their next move would be

Several Aboard the Auxiliary 
Vessel Penguin Wounded 
by Bullets. 


THE PEARY IS SHELLED 


Shanghai Tuesday, April 26 (By A. 
P.).—The United States auxiliary vessel 
Penguin was fired on heavily yesterday 
in the Yangtse river with rifles, machine 
guns and field pieces. Several of the 
Penguin’s men were injured, one of 
them seriously. 

Shanghai, April 25 (By,A. P.).—Chaos 
prevails outside the city. of Swatow, in 
Kwangtung, following, upon an out- 
break by red peasant troops, who were 
aided by remanents of the army of 
Gen. Chen Chiang-Min. Chen’s soldiers 
are reported to have turned bandits. 

Dispatches from Swatow say that 
the red peasant troops slaughtered a 
number of Cantonese troops and former 
students of the propaganda corps. The 
Cantonese retailiated with field guns, 
but the peasants eventually gained con- 
trol. Many houses were burned. 

The United States destroyer Peary 
was fired on yesterday near Kiukiang, 
on the Yangtze, about 125 miles east 
of Hankow. The source of the firing 
was not located and the warship did 
not return the fire.

Body of Victim Held Un- 
identified and Unclaimed 


at Morgue. - 


An unidentified woman about 45 
years old committeed suicide yesterday 
morning by turning on the gas in the 
kitchen. of a rooming house at 203 C 
street northwest. Her body Was taken 
to the District morgue to await identi- 
fication. It lay unclaimed there last 
night. 

The woman rented a room at the 
C street house about three weeks 
ago. Andrew Heintzelman, owner of the 
house, told Coroner J. Ramsay Nevitt 
that the woman was poverty stricken 
and had been unable to pay her room 
rent for the past two weeks. 

When she rented the room, Heintzel- 
man said, the woman said her name 
was Mary Mason. Last week, however, 
Heintzelman said, the woman said that 
Mary Mason was a fictitious name, but 
refused to divulge her right name. No 
papers or letters which might lead to 


the identification of the woman were 
found in her room. Coroner Nevitt has 
delayed issuing a certificate until the 
woman is identified.

MISS MAGKAYE INDIGTED 
WITH DOCTOR, WN DEATH 


Actress and Physician Are 
Charged With Concealing 
Details of Fatal Fight. 


ARRESTS ARE ORDERED 


Los Angeles, Cal., April 25 (By A 
P.).—Dorothy Mackaye, stage actress, 
and Dr. W. J. Sullivan, Hollywood 
physician, were indicted by the county 
grand jury today on charges of “com- 
pounding a felony” and with being “ac- 
cessories after the fact” in an alleged 
plot to “cover up” details surrounding 
the death of Ray Raymond, musical 
comedy star, after a fist fight with 
Paul Kelly, screen juvenile. 

The indictments were returned in the 
courtroom of Superior Judge Charles 
Burnell after witnesses had appeared 
before the grand jury to tell of the al- 
leged “conspiracy” 
facts in the actor’s death. 

With bail set at $5,000 each, Chief 
Deputy District Attorney Harold Davis 
instructed detectives to place Miss Mac- 
kaye and the doctor under arrest at 
once. 

Although the actress was declared by 
her attorney, Roger Marchetti, to be 
suffering from complete nervous ex- 
haustion at her home, she was ordered 
taken into custody unless bond was 
posted by the time the warrants were 
issued. 

Dr. Sullivan appeared before the 
grand jury session. It was said the 
physician denied allegations that he 
participated in the alleged covering up 
and said he accepted a $500 fee from 
Miss Mackaye only fgr professional 
services in attending her husband after 
the fatal fist fight with Kelly, who is 
under indictment for murder. 


2 Hurt in Auto Crash 
At Thomas Circle 


George Poovey, 32 years old, 334 Thir-

jured early this morning when the au- 
tomobile in which they were ridding 
overturned while rounding Thomas 
circle.

Portland, Me., April 25 (By A. P.).— 
William Widgery Thomas, 87, Minister 
to Sweden under five Presidents, and 
founder of New Sweden, Me., died to- 
night. 

In 1883 he was appointed United 
States Minister to Sweden and Norway, 
remaining in this position until 1885. 
He held it again from 1889 to 1894, and 
again from 1897 to 1905. He was the 
first Minister to hoist the American 
flag at Stockholm.

GRAY-SNYDER. TRIAL 
OPENED BY HEARING 


19 STATE WITNESSES 


Her Traveling Bag, With 
Man’s Attire, Left at 
Hotel, Is Shown. 


PLANNING OF KILLING 
IS VIVIDLY DESCRIBED 


Prosecution Traces Relations 
of Accused Pair From the 
Time They Met. 


New York, April 25 (By A. P.).— 
After offering testimony to show that 
Albert Snyder, art editor, had been 
strangled to death with a piece of pic- 
ture wire, the prosecution today turned 
back from the immediate details of the 
murder with which Henry Judd Gray, 
corset salesman, and Mrs. Ruth Snyder, 
wife of the victim, are charged, to 
trace the relations of the couple from 
their meeting to the night of the kill- 
ing. 

The trial began today with the open- 
ing address to the jury by District At- 
torney Richard S. Newcombe, in which 
vivid character sketches of the victim 
and the accused were followed by a 
graphic description of the planning 
and execution of the crime in Queens 
Village on the morning of March 20, 
as the prosecution charges it was 
planned and committed. 

At the end of the day’s session thir- 
teen witnesses for the State had been 
on the stand. Police Lieut. Charles E. 
Dorschell was the fourteenth witness, 
but his testimony was delayed while 
counsel for the defense sought to ex- 
clude a diagram, said to have been 
drawn by Gray, showing a Kingston 
store, where certain purchases were 
made. 

Brother Identified Body. 


Warren Snyder, brother of Albert 
Snyder, was the first witness. He told 
of identifying the body. 

The jury seemed to find a traveling 
bag and its contents the most inter- 
esting exhibit of the day. 

The bag was introduced with the ap- 
pearance on the witness stand of an- 
employe of the Waldorf-Astoria hotel, 
Raymone Bruen. He told of a visit to 
the hotel on March 21 the day after 
Snyder was slain, of Mrs. Snyder with 


.police-officers searching for the bag left 


in a check room. It contained a mixed 
assortment of men. and women’s wear- 
ing apparel, with a photograph of 
each of the defendants included. 

A room clerk at the hotel and tes- 
tified that the two defendants regis- 
tered many times at tke hotel over a 
period of years as man and wife. 


Defendants Appear Tired. 


Both Mrs. Snyder and Gray sat 
calmly in their widely separated seats 
as the first witnesses began to unfold 
the story. They seemed tired at the

Carpenter Topples From 
Scaffold in Library, Frac- 
turing His Skull. 


John Moore, 74 years old, a carpenter 
of 2621 North Capitol street, was in- 
jured fatally yesterday morning when 
he fell 12 feet from a scaffold in the 
library at Catholic university.

MOTORIST KILLED, 4 HURT 
AS AUTOMOBILES GRROH 


Driver Killed When Car 
Plunges From Road 
and Overturns. 


WRECKED AUTO BURNS 


Traffic accidents in and near Wash- 
inington resulted in the death of one 
man and in injuries to two other men 
and to two children yesterday after- 
noon. 

Paul Reardon, 29 years old, 2608 L 
street northwest, father of three small 
children, was killed when his automo- 
bile skidded from the road and over- 
turned near Holland Point, Md. He 
was pinned under the car, and suffered 
fractures of the skull and chest. 

At almost the exact moment that 
Reardon met his death, a spectacular 
crash occurred in the city, when two 
automobiles were in collision at Tenth 
and F streets northeast. Four persons 
were injured when the car in which 
they were riding, glanced off the other 
machine, swerved into a tree, overturn- 
ed and caught fire. 

The injured are Jack Sullivan, 37 
years old, 610 Otis place northwest, his 
two children, Jack, jr., 4 years old, and 
Jacquette, 3 years old, and Wade Buck- 
er, 41 years old, 39 Webster street, 
Brentwood, Md. They were treated at 
Casualty hospital by Dr. Francis Weiks- 
ner for lacerations. | 

According to police Sullivan was driv- 
ing south on Tenth street when his 
automobile struck the automobile 
driven by Russell Burke, 1522 E street 
southeast, which was going east on 
F street. 

The impact caused Sullivan’s car to 
swing around, and it mounted the 
curbstone, collided with a tree and 
overturned. Policeman F. H. Hoffmann, 
cf the Ninth precinct, extricated the 
occupants of Sullivan’s car and sent 
them to the hospital. 

Gasoline leaking from the wrecked 
automobile flowed to Tenth and G 
streets, where some one threw a lighted 
cigarette into it. Flames followed the 
stream of gasoline back to Sullivan's 
car and set it on fire. A fire alarm 
was turned in and firemen extinguished 
the blazing automobile. 

Reardon, who conducts an automobile 
sales establishment at 3010 M street 
northwest, left Washington Sunday to 
transact business at Prince Frederick. 
Md. He left Prince Frederick shortly 
before 4 o’clock to return to this city 
The accident occurred at 4:15 o'clock. 

It is believed Reardon’s automobile 
was going so fast it skidded as it 
rounded a sharp turn. The car crashed 
through a fence, went down an em- 
bankment and struck the np of a 
tree. 

Percy Bowen and Daniel W. Robinson, 
farmers, were working in a field 300 
yards away when they heard the crash. 


They summoned Arthur W. Dowell, 
Commonwealth’s attorney of Calvert 
county, who lives nearby. Reardon's 
body was taken to the office of Dr. C. 
T. Hutchins, at Barstow, Md., where he 
was pronounced dead. 


1734 BLUE LAWS AGAIN 
ENFORCED IN PITTSBURGH 


Symphony Musician Named 
in Warrants Cherging Work 
on Sabbath. 


HEARING NEXT MONDAY 


Pittsburgh, April 25 (Ey A. P.).— 
Enforcement of the ancient “blue laws” 
of 1794 in Pittsburgh came into promi- 
nence again today as a result of the 
first Sunday concert, “for members 
oly,” of the Pittsburgh Symphony 
society. 

Warrants for the arrest of nine of- 
ficers of the society and one musician 
were sworn out by the Sabbath asso- 
clation, and counsel for the organiza- 
tion indicated the aid of the State at- 
torney general would be sought in in- 
stituting quo warranto proceedings 
against the society as a means of stop- 
ping further concerts. 

The informations charge that the 
concert last night before 3,500 patrons 
violated a section of Sabbath code 
which prohibits “employment for 
worldly gain” on that day. A hearing 
was set for next Monday night before 
Alderman Samuel McKinley. 

The Symphony society arranged the 
concert after Director of Public Safety 
James M. Clark ruled its plan of issu- 
ing associate membership cards was 
legal and that a city permit was un- 
necessary. Last fall, Clark invoked the 
“blue laws” against all Sunday sports 
but later amended the ruling to prohi- 
bit only Sunday football. 

There was no box office sale of tickets 
for the concert. Admission was by 
tickets distributed to associate mem- 
bership. A prayer by the Rev. D. C. 
Edwards, rector of the Protestant Epis- 
copal Church of the Ascension, for tol- 
erance of creed, of race and of opinion, 
preceded the concert.

Mexico City, April 25 (By A. P.).— 
Sixty members of the rebel band which 
attacked the Guadalajara train last 
Tuesday were killed in an engagement 
with federal troops Saturday, it was 
announced by the war department to- 
night. The federal forces,’ commanded 
by Gens. Garza and Izaquirre, overtook 
the rebels at El Guitarrero, state of 
Jalisco, and a five-hour combat fol- 
lowed.

American Executive Asserts 
He Does Not Approve 
Arbitration Proposal. 


CHINA AND NICARAGUA 
PROBLEMS OUTLINED 


Nonpartisan Press Is Urged 
In Defence of American 
Rights When in Peril. 


New York, April 25 (By A. P.).—A- 
foreign policy devoted to the protection 
of American citizens and the maine- 
tenance of peace was outlined tonight 
by President Coolidge as in keeping 
with the new position in the world 
in which he pictured the United States. 

Speaking before the ‘dinner of the 
United Press association, commemorate 
ing the twentieth anniversary of that 
organization, Mr. Coolidge discussed in 
length the problems involving this 
government in Mexico, Nicaragua and 
China. 

The President disapproved the pro- 
posal of the Senate for arbitration 
with Mexico of the dispute growing 
out of that nation’s oil and land laws 
and forecast an amicable adjustment 
of this situation on the basis of a 
recent conference he had with the 
Mexican Ambassador. 


Tellez Brings Message. 


He revealed that Ambassador Tellez 
recently brought word from Mexico 
City that American property would not 
be confiscated by the Mexican govern- 
ment. 

“I am glad to report,” Mr. Coolidge 
said, “that the Mexican Ambassador has 
recently declared to me that she does 
not intend to confiscate our property, 
that she hbas.shown diligence in capture 
ing and punishing those who have 
murdered our citizens and expressed 
the wish, which we so thoroughly ene 
tertain, of keeping cord.al and friendly 
relations. 

“With a strong sentiment of this nae 
ture, which, I am convinced, anirmates 
the people of both countries, it will 
surely be possible to reach an amicable 
setlement.” 

Assurance was given by the President 
in his address, which was devoted al- 
most entirely to foreign affairs, that 
wherever an American citizen goes, “the 
duties of our government must follow 
him.” He said protection of Americam 
lives and property constituted the main 
problems of the United States govern- 
ment in both Nicaragua and China, 


U. 8S. Long Too Remiss. 


“Our government has usually been 
too remiss, rather than too active, in 
supporting the lawful rights of its citie 
zens abroad,” he added. “That has 
been so long our established policy that 
it is rather difficult to conceive it ase 
suming a truculent and arrogant ate 
titude.” 

The President said that the revolue 
tionary forces of Nicaragua “appear t@ 
have received arms and ammunition 
from some source in Mexico.” 

The recent reply of Eugene Chen, 
Cantonese foreign minister, to the proe 
test of the United States and allied 
governments over the attacks at Nane 
king was described as “conciliatory im 
tone and to a certain degree responsive, 
leaving the final disposition of the issue 
a matter for further consideration by 
our government.” 

Devoting most attention to Mexico, 
Mr. Coolidge reiterated that the main 
problem there was the question of cone 
fiscation of property. He said the 
Washington government feared that 
Mexico “is threatening to disregard” 
the principle that “private property 
should not be taken without fair come 
pensation.” 

“Everybody favors arbitration when 
the question at issue is arbitrable,” he 
continued, referring to the Senate’g 
suggestion. “Under the present circume 
stances I can see grave difficulties in 
formulating a question which the two 
governments would agree to submit to 
such a tribunal. 


Can Not Arbitrate Constitutions. 


“The principle that property is not 
to be confiscated and the duty of our 
government to protect it are so well 
established that it is doubtful if they 
should be permitted to be questioned, 
Very likely Mexico would feel that the 
right to make a constitution and pass 
laws is a privilege of her sovereignty 
which she could not permit to be 
brought into question. 

“It has therefore seemed that we are 
more likely to secure an adjustment 
through negotiation.” 

Declaring that the friendship. of 
America for China is “proverbial,” the 
President said that no course of age 
gression is in mind. 

Calling for a “thoroughly American® 
press, the President urged that it avoid 
arousing antiforeign sentiment and ree 
frain from “malicious and partisan ate 
tacks on the conduct of our own 
government in its efforts to defend

Manufacturers association; Charles A. 
Darr, representing the Washington 
Chamber of Commerce; Edward C. Gra- 
ham, president of the Washington 
Board of Trade; W. S. Quinter, presi- 
dent of the Kiwanis club, and J. Harry 
Cunningham, president of the Rotary 
club. 

Booths will be installed in banks, de- 
partment stores, and theaters, presided 
over py Red Cross women. Motion pic- 
ture nouses. also.will be asked to give 
publicity to the campaign. 


Post Will Receive Contributions. 


The Washington Post will receive 
contributions and forward them to the 
relief headquarters. 

The American Red Cross announced 
last night that more than a million and 
a quarter has been contributed to the 
relief fund. Chapters all over the coun- 
try have deluged the headquarters with 
telegrams declaring their quotas over- 
subscribed. Every chapter in Florida 
has accepted the quota allotted it and 
many promise to exceed it. Other com- 
munities which have suffered calami- 
ties Are among the first to send in their 
quotas, headquarters announces. 

Miss Lulu M. Dryden, national presi- 
dent of the Quota club, wired that she 
was sending messages to every Quota 
club in this country and Canada. A 
similar wire was received from the 
Federal Council of Churches. 


Sees Need to Control Floods. 


Senator Pat Harrison, of Mississippi, 
declared yesterday that the floods will 
serve to call the attention of Congress 
to the need of flood control work. 

At the request of Henry M. Baker, 
the Navy Department yesterday dis- 
patched four seaplanes from Pensacola, 
Fla., to the flooded area, one to be 
used as standby plane at Memphis 
and the others to go ta Vicksburg, 
Lake Village and New Orleans. 

The army, too, is doing its share in 
the flood relief, according to a report 
from Maj. Gen. Benjamin Poore, com- 
manding the Seventh corps area, re- 
ceived at the War Department. Food, 
clothing, bedding and cooks are be- 
ing furnished. 


Army Dredges Aid in Relief. 


Maj. Gen. Malin Craig, command- 
ing the fourth corps area, reported that 
flood conditions at Memphis and vi- 
cinity had improved so much that the 
relief agencies at Memphis are aiding 
sufferers at Greenville, Miss., with mo- 
tor boats and supplies. A number of 
War Department dredges and barges 
are assisting in the relief work. 

The Washington Board of Trade ap- 
propriated $500 for the relief of the 
flood sufferers at a meeting of the ex- 
ecutive committee. 

Representative Bloom, of New York, 
yesterday asked 44 New York theatrical 
manager producers to hold “relief 
nights,” for the benefit of the flood 
victims. 

Miss Elizabeth Gordon Fox, director 
of public health nursing of the Red 
Cross, has been appointed nursing ad- 
viser for all the nursing service in the 
flooded area. 

The Montgomery county chapter of 
the Red Cross has been asked to raise 
$1,500 as its quota, Mrs. J. Somervell 
Dawson, secretary of the county chap- 
ter, announced yesterday. 


Federal Employes 
Restricted by Order 


Federal employes engaged in teach- 
ing at the Government Service insti- 


tute, of New York city, were ordered to 
discontinue their connection yesterday 
by the United States civil service com- 
mission which cited the law forbidding 
Federal employes to coach applicants 
for civil service positions. 

The school in question is engaged in 
coaching applicants for the prohibi- 
tion examination which will give posi- 
tions to 2,500 persons in the bureau of 
prohibition.

to prevent the dynamiting of the levees 
above Natchez which might be at- 
tempted in an effort to divert the flood 
waters. 

From Lake Providence, La., above 
Vicksburg, south to the mouth of the 
Red river, below Natchez, forces under 
command of George C. Schoenberger, 
Louisiana State engineer, were build- 
ing up the levees against the forecast 
record stage of 58 feet. 

Directly across the Mississippi from 
Natchez, the most desperate fight was 
in progress. Additional men were mo- 
bilized and a large ferry boat was 
pressed into service to transport sand 
from the Mississippi side to fill the bags 
used in topping the levees. 


Women and Children Flee. 


Fearful of a flood in this area, many 
women and children already have been 
evacuated to Natchez and other towns, 
All able-bodied men remained behind, 
however, to cagry on the levee work. 
Engineers also were driving large 
forces of men in strengthening the 
levees at and just below Helena, where 
some seepage had been noted. They be- 
lieved they would be able to s0 
strengthen the dykes as to resist the 
flood. 

A highest gauge of record at Helena, 
if the dykes hold, was forecast today 
by the weather bureau, which predicted 
a stage of 56.8 to 57 feet by Wednesday. 
Record gauges also are forecast at 
Marked Tree with 20 to 21 feet and at 
the St. Francis Lake gauge, Ark., with 
31 to 32 feet. 


Six More Arkansas Deaths. 


Little Rock, April 25 (By A. P.).— 
Five more deaths by drowning and one 
from pneumonia growing out of ex- 
posure in the Arkansas floods were re- 
ported here today. Two of the five 
drowned were white men, whose names 
could not be ascertained. 

J. F. Hawkins, 26, was believed to 
have been drowned when his hydro- 
plane made a forced landing on the 
Arkansas river, 6 miles east of here, to- 
night. 

Edward Horton, of Toledo, Ohio, his 
partner, also flying a hydroplane, said 
he saw Hawkins go down on the river, 
but after circling about the spot, was 
unable to find trace of the plane. He 
believes the plane struck a log, knock- 
ing off a pontoon in landing and, and 
sank. 

An evacuated city, its 2,000 residents 
now refugees, concentrated on levees 
and other high places, Arkansas City 
tonight is under water from 7 to 14 
feet deep and the on-rushing flood 
waters from the Arkansas river are in- 
undating other towns within a wide 
area in southeastern Kansas. 

As refugees fled from Arkansas City 
today into McGehee, they found water 
rising rapidly there, conditions over the 
whole area were described as alarming 
and food and clothing and motors 
for use in equipping rescue boats were 
rushed forward by both sea and land 
planes. 

Several hundred families from Ar- 
kansas City and the surrounding flood- 
ed country have been rendered home- 
less. Many of them are concentrated 
on levees without shelter and food, 
while others are perched on house tops 
and in trees.

HOOVER 15 NOTIFIED 
Secretary Arrives at Memphis 


to Direct Relief Activity; 
Holds Meetings. 


THREE STEPS IN WORK 
ARE TO BE UNDERTAKEN 


People Must Be Taken Out, 
Then Fed, Then Given New 
Start in Home Areas. 


Memphis, Tenn., April 25 (By A. P.). 
Clothed with full authority from 
President Coolidge to utilize every 
agency of the government necessary for 


food relief, Herbert Hoover plunged 
into his task today with a series of 
hasty conferences here and a personal 
visit to the flooded area along the 
Mississippi southward. 

Arriv from Washington early in 
the morning in company with Maj. Gen. 
Jadwin, chief of army engineers, and 
James L, Feiser, acting chairman of the 
Red Cross, the Commerce Secretary 
went into conference with Henry M. 
Baker, director of flood relief for Red 
Cross, and army officers. 

“The fact that the crest of the 
flood has not yet passed makes further 
expansion of relief and rescue facilities 
imperative,” he announced as he 
emerged from the conference. “The 
reserves of the Red Cross and the gov- 
ernment for the organization of rescue 
work and the distribution of supplies 
to take care of the evacuated people 
will be placed in immediate progyess.” 


Visits Refugee Camp. 


Accompanied by Mayor Paine, of 
Memphis, the Secretary visited the ref- 
ugee camp here, inspecting the quar- 
ters of 1,500 refugees from Arkansas 
and Mississippi and boarded the gov- 
ernment steamer Chisca for a voyage 
down the river to Vicksburg. 

Maj. Gen. Jadwin and Mr. Feiser con- 

tinued with him on this trip.. The first 
st-p was to be at the beleaguered city 
of Greenville early tomorrw and the 
next at Vicksburg tomorrow evening. 
From that point Mr. Hoover and his 
party will go by rail to Néw Orleans 
| then will return to Memphis by 
rail. 
Gov. Martineau and other officials 
of Arkansas will come here upon Mr, 
Hoover’s return to confer on the neces- 
sities of the situation in that State: 
Arrangements for this conference were 
made by the Secretary today. 


Three Steps for Relief Work. 


“There are three things to be done 
for the flood victims,” Mr. Hoover said 
while in Memphis. 
“First of all we must get them out; 
second, feed them while they are out; 
third, and most serious of all, start 
them all over again when the flood 
waters recede. The United States is 
certainly rich enough to do that.” 
After conferring with Director Baker, 
the President’s representative expressed 
satisfaction with the progrer of the 
work done by Federal agencies, and es- 
pecially praised the Red Cross effort. 
“I found that the concentrating 
headquarters of the Red Cross at Mem- 
phis have made fine progress in the 
past 48 hours,” he said. “There ig a 
sound organization and the Red Cross 
is getting on top of the job. The divi- 
sion for the care of the refugees in 
the field is already far advanced.” 
Reports today to the Red Cross head- 
quarters here showed more than 150,- 
000 refugees in seven States, including 
80,000 in Mississippi, 35,000 in Arkan- 
sas, 30,000 in Illinois, 8,000 in Missouri, 
2,000 in Tennessee and 3,000 in Ken- 
tucky. 


Scattered in Small Centers. 


Most of the Mississippi refugees are 
scattered in small and temporary relief 
centers and it was stated that the 
difficulty in rescuing marooned per- 
sons was delaying concentration into 
larger camps. 

From some of the refugee camps came 
reports of measles, Mumps and other 
diseases, with a few cases of typhoid 
in southern Missouri. Inoculation is 
going forward and State authorities an- 
ticipate no epidemic. Six carloads of 
medical supplies and antitoxins ar- 
rived in Arkansas yesterday, it was 
stated. 

Announcement was made that Col. 
George Spaulding, engineer officer in 
charge at Louisville, had been assigned 
to the staff of Director Baker &s liaison 
officer in charge of water transporta- 
tion and rescue work,

In America the 
general sources of information are 60 
numerous and on the whole so correct 
that any publication which constantly 
misrepresents. very soon becomes 
marked as unreliable and loses its in- 
fluence for good and for harm. 

It is natural that the préss should 
represent the character of the govern- 
ment under which ft livés and of the 
people which it serves. I have come to 
have a profound regard for the Ameri- 
can press because it represents America. 
In the accuracy of its reports, the in- 
telligence of its comments, and the 
freedom of its actions, I know of no 
other country where it is surpassed. 
There ought to be a deeper realization 
of these conditions on the part of those 
who are responsible for the conduct of 
our press which should We reflected on 
their part in a more intense and genu- 
ine Americanism. If you lived under 
some jurisdictions your news would be 
garbled and unfair, your editorial ¢om- 
ments would be dwarfed and preju- 
diced, your conduct would be cramped 
and limited. Because America is what 
it is, you are what you are. Your own 
independent and exalted position fully 
demonstrates that this country is 
worthy at all times of your service and 
your support. Whenever any section 
of our press turns on America and 
American institutions, and assumes a 
foreign attitude, every informed per- 
son knows that it has fallen from the 
high estate which is our common her- 
itage, and becoming no longer worthy 
of regard is destined to defeat and fail- 
ure. No American can profit by selling 
his own country for foreign favor. 


Good Will Policy 
of His Country 


The policy that our nation is. trying 
to promote throughout the world is one 
of peace and good will based on a bet- 
ter understanding through justice and 
fair dealing. 
that there are thres main elements on 
which we rely to advance this cause, 
First is the National government as it 
comes into contact through its duly 
constituted officers with the govern- 
ments and people of other countries. I 
doubt if the belief exists in any in- 
formed quarter that this is a belliger- 
ent government desirous of oppression 
or bent on conquest. Our whole his- 
tory and tradition, the modeération of 
our military establishment and the 
general attitude of our people, would 
altogether disprove any such assump- 
tion. 

Another very important considera- 
tion is that of trade and commercial 
relations. While a certain number of 
foreign people come to this country to 
transact business without intending to 
make this their permanent home, their 
number is negligible and any difficulty 
arising from their presence here is al- 
most unknown. They have practically 
every advantage and every protection 
that is afforded to our own citizens. Of 
their conduct on the whole we have 
had little to blame and much to praise. 
In the past foreign interests have had 
investments in this country running 
into several billions of dollars. Being 
made at a time when we had insuffi- 
cient capital to develop our own re- 
sources, such investments were most 
helpful in building our railroads, open- 
ing our mines, and supporting our 
manufacturing. As we have come into 
the possession of surplus capital we 
have shown an increasing disposition 
to extend this same kind of service to 
cther countries. Our people have gone 
abroad with their investments, their 
technical skill and commercial ability, 
to assist in opening up undeveloped 
countries. / 

This is the natural play of the forces 
of civilization. It is the result of nat- 
ural and commendable enterprise which 
carries with it the same kind of benefits 
and advantages to the other people 
which we ourselves formerly received 
from abroad. It is the method by which 
the more prosperous and improved por- 
tions of the earth help to bring these 
advantages to the less fortunately cir- 
cumstanced. This policy is distinctly 
one that-is in harmony with the law of 
service. In principle it is the method 
by which stronger communities minis- 
ter to weaker communities. But these 
operations must be carried on with jus- 
tice and humanity. They must not be 
permitted to sink to the level of mere 
exploitation. They do not justify a 
seizure, which is virtually by force, of 
the natural resources of foreign coun- 
tries or the failure to give fair com- 
pensation for their labor. A just atti- 
tude in these respects by Americans 
when they engage in enterprises abroad 
will do very much to determine whether 
our country. is able to maintain the 
respect and friendship of foreign peo- 
ples. Unless this course is pursued, 
unless this attitude is maintained, all 
the support which our government. 
could give would fail to. make these 
foreign enterprises successful. Unless 
they rest on justice and fair dealing 
they are bound to fail. 


Understanding Is Largely 
Mind’s State 


A third factor exists which is in the 
long run more important than any 
other. A condition of understanding 
and good will among the people of the 
earth is very largely a state of the pub- 
lic mind. It is almost inconceivable 
that nations which have maintained 
friendly relations should all at once 
find themselves at war with each other. 
Armed conflict arises from a long series 
of misunderstandings and abuses which 
suddenly flare up on some unexpected 
peorgcnTon. Open hostility does not 

reak out unannounced. It 
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odicals, has such an enormous influ- 
ence in creating a situation that brings 
the blessings of peace or is fraught with 
the of war. 

There are two attitudes that the press 
may take which distinctly endanger our 
friendly relations. If they do not bring 
us to the verge of conflict, they are in- 
jurious to our trade. One is the con- 
sant criticism and misrepr tation of 
foreign people. Human nature provides 
sufficient distrust of all that is alien, 
so that there is no need of any artificial 
supply. The world is in far more dan- 
ger from nations not trusting each 
other enough than from their trusting 
each other too much. A press which is 
given over to a narrow and bigoted na- 
tionalism, accompanied by misrepresen- 
tation of other countries, not only mis- 
informs and misleads the people at 
home but .produces the reaction of a 
ranking bitterness abroad. An almost 
equally harmful attitude is the other 
extreme. It usually consists of mali- 
cious and misleading partisan attacks 
on the conduct of our own goVernment 
in its éfforts to defend American rights 
when they are threatened or invaded in 
foreign countries. 

Our government has usually been too 
remiss, rather than too active, in sup- 
porting the lawful rights of its citizens 
abroad. That hag been so long our es- 
tablished. policy that it is rather diffi- 
cult to conceive it assuming a trucu- 
lent and arrogant attitude. But when 
it is proceeding with moderation, at- 
tempting by peaceful negotiation to ad- 
just differences, defending the rights 
of its citizens, and maintaining national 
dignity, great care is necessary to give 
the public the exact facts and avoid 
the appearance of seeming to support 
the position of foreign governments. 
When such an attitude becomes known 
in the offending country, it is widely 
quoted there and, when all other ar- 
guments have been answered, becomes 
their chief reliance for maintaining 
their position. It not only furnishes 
ammunition for our adversaries but 
attacks our own forces in the rear. An 
American press which hag all the priv- 
ileges which it enjoys under our insti- 
tutions, and which derives its support 
from the progress and well-being of our 
people, ought to be, first of all, thor- 
oughly American. 


Effort and Sacrifice 
Aid Civilization 

Progress and civilization have always 
depended upon effort and sacrifice. We 
have set up our institutions, established 
our ideals, and adopted our social 
standards. We believe that they are 
consistent with right and truth and 
justice. We live under a system that 
guarantees the sanctity of life and lib- 
erty through public order and protects 
the rights of private property under the 
principle of due process-of law. We 
have thrown every possible safeguard 
around the individual in order to pro- 
tect him from any invasion of his rights 
even by the government itself. It is 
peculiarly an American doctrine, now 
usually accepted in principle if not 
adopted in practice by all civilized 
countries, that these are inalienable 
rights, that they ought to belong to all 
persons everywhere, and that it is the 
chief function of government to pro- 
vide instrumentalities by which these 
rights can be secured and protected. 

We have adopted these ideals because 
we believe that they are of universal 
application and square with the eternal 
principles of right. But we may as well 
realize that they will not continue to 
prevail unless we are prepared con- 
stantly to put forth great efforts and 
make large sacrifices for their support. 

While we have not been willing to 
assume any general attitude of crusad- 
ing toward other nations, and realizing 
that institutions can not be bestowed 
but must be adopted have left them 
for the most part secure in their right 
to work out their own destiny, yet we 
have always been willing to encourage 
and assist, in so far as we could in har- 
mony with international law and: cus- 
tom, other people in securing for them- 
selves the benefit of these principles 
and ideals. In that conflict between 
freedom and despotism, which is as old 
as humanity, and which constantly re- 
curs in one form or another, both 
among ourselves and among other peo- 
ple, it has always been the policy of 
this government to extend its sympathy 
and, in so far as it lawfully could, its 
support to the side of freedom. 

These are some of the standards 
which it has been the policy of our 
government to support among its peo- 
ple at home and in its dealings with 
other nations. While it is well-estab- 
lished international law that we have 
no right to interfere in the purely do- 
mestic affairs of other nations in their 
dealings with their own citizens, it is 
equally well established that our gov- 
ernment has certain rights over and 
certain duties toward our own citizens 
and their property, wherever they may 
be located. The person and property 
of a citizen are a part of the general 
domain of the nation, even when 
abroad. On the other hand, there is a 
distinct and binding obligation on the 
part of self-respecting governments to 
afford protection to the persons and 
property of their citizens, wherever they 
may be. This is both because it has an 
interest in them and because it has an 
obligation toward them. It would seem 
to be perfectly obvious that if it is 
wrong to murder and pillage within the 
confines of the United States, it is 
equally wrong outside our borders. The 
fundamental laws of justice are uni- 
versal in their application. These rights 
go with the citizen. Wherever he goes 
these duties of our government must 
follow him. 


U. S. Citizens Abroad 
Obey Laws ! 


It is all right to say that when our 
citizens enter a foreign country they 
should do so with the understanding 
that they are to abide by the laws of 
that country. They should, and they 
do, and our government would be the 
last to interfere in the just application 
of the law of his domicile to our citi- 
zens. But thts is only a partial state- 
ment of the case. The admission of 
our citizens within their territory is a 
voluntary act of foreign governments. 
It is a tacit invitation. When we per- 
mit foreigners to come here, and when 
other countries admit our citizens, we 
know and they know that such aliens 
come and go not only under the rights 
and duties imposed by domestic law, 
but also under the rights and duties 
imposed by international law. There is 
nothing unfair, nothing imperialistic, 
in this principle. It has been univer- 
sally adopted and recognized as right 
and just and is the only reasonable 
method by which enlightened humanity 
can safeguard friendly intercourse 
among the citizens of different nations. 
This policy has been adopted in fur- 
therance of the humanitarian desire 
for a universal reign of law. : 

These principles are involved in some 
of the difficulties that we have recently 
been trying to work out with foreign 
nations, especially with Mexico. We 
have had claims against that country 
running over a long series of years, 
growing out of the death of many of 
our citizens and the loss of their prop 
erty, running into hundreds of millions 
of.doliars, A very considerabie portion,

Government in Mexico 
Not Recognized 


In 1917 a new constitution was adopt- 
ed with provisions affecting agricul- 
tural, mining, and oil lands, which we 
thought threatened the holdings of our 
nationals with confiscation. Their con- 
stitution is not self-enforcing, but re- 
quires the promulgation of laws to put 
it into effect. lle this was in 
process of being brought about a gov- 
ernment was established which we did 
not recognize. In 1920 Gen, Obregon 
was chosen president and sought recog- 
nition. In negotiations for that pur- 
pose it was repeatedly pointed out that 
we feared that the new constitution, 
although one of its provisions expressly 
prohibited the enactment of retroac- 
tive laws, might be interpreted as retro- 
active in its effeot upon the holdings of 
real estate which our people had se- 
cured prior to its adoption. We sought 
assurances from the Mexican govern- 
ment that such was not the case. In 
order to prevent misunderstanding we 
sent two commissioners to Mexico City 
in 1923 to confer upon this subject, and 
also on the question of our claims, with 
two Mexican commissioners. Charles 
Beecher Warren and John Barton Payne 
represented our government. They had 
a series of’ conferences and kept writ- 
teh records of their proceedings, in 
which are set out the recommendation 
for the appointment of two claims com- 
missions and the understanding that 
the constitution of 1917 was not to be 
given retroactive or confiscatory appli- 
cation. These records were duly signed 
and attested by the commissioners and 
were submitted to the president of 
Mexico and the President of the United 
States for their mutual approval, which 
was given. It was solely because of our 
understanding secured in this formal 
way that our property rights would be 
respected that recognition of the gov- 
érnment of President Obregon was 
granted on September 3, 1923. 

During the winter of 1924 revolu- 
tionary activities started in Mexico 
which it seems probable would have 
succeeded in displacing President Obre- 
gon had not our government furnished 
him with arms and ammunition largely 
on credit and given him the advantage 
of our moral support. Our help main- 
tained his position. Soon after Presi- 
dent Calles came into power he and the 
Mexican congress proposed laws and 
regulations which we deemed threat- 
ened confiscation of American property. 
To prevent the appearance of acquies- 
cence we so notified Mexico prior to the 
passage of such laws. Nevertheless they 
were passed. We have made further 
protest against their being put into ef- 
fect, as they are contrary to our un- 
derstanding of the conference as a re- 
sult of which we granted recognition. 
In the notes which have been received 
the government of President Calles re- 
fuses to be bound by what we thought 
was the understanding arrived at with 
President Obregon. ‘Ve closed the cor- 
respondence by notifying the Mexican 
government that we stood squarely on 
the understanding made with Presi- 
dent Obregon and we expected it not to 
take any action that would deprive 
American citizens of their property or 
their property rights. 

Agricultural lands have apparently 
seen seized from time to time for which 
no compensation has yet been made. 
While there have been threats to seize 
oil property, no such seizures have late- 
ly been made, and suits are now pend- 
ing in Mexican courts to restrain such 
seizures. Former decisions of their 
nay are relied on to support these 
suits. 


Shown as Countries’ 


Main Difference 


Stripped of all technicalities and in- 
volved legal discussion, this is the main 
difference which our government has 
with the Mexican government. We do 
not question their right to take any 
property, provided they pay fair com- 
pensation. With their efforts to secure 
a division of great estates, so that more 
of their people may be landowners, we 
have every sympathy. We have even 
agreed that our government would ac- 
cept the bonds of the Mexican govern- 
ment in payment for damages awarded 
by the commission for land taken for 
this purpose. Of course, we do not 
want any controversy with Mexico. We 
feel every sympathy with her people 
in their distress and have every desire 
to assist them. That they welcome 
conditions under which life and prop- 
erty. are secure is shown by the hun- 
dreds of thousands of them who are 
coming to the United States, where, 
through their industry, they thrive and 
prosper. Under these conditions small 
land holdings would develop in Mexico 
as they have developed here. Those of 
ber citizens who preferred to seek em- 
ployment in industry, like many of our 
own people, would have an abundant 
opportunity in their own country. In- 
stead of desiring to pursue any aggres- 
sion or to take part in any oppression, 
we are endeavoring through the most 
friendly offices to demonstrate to their 
government that their attitude in re- 
lation to property will not-only result 
in the economic disadvantage of their 
own people, by preventing the invest- 
ment of outside capital so necessary 
for their development, but will greatly 
impair their friendly relations with 
other interested nations. 

It is a cardinal principle of law that 
private property should not be taken 
without fair compensation, This prin- 
ciple is declared in our national Con- 
stitution and in those of all our States. 
I know of no written constitution that 
does not contain a similar provision. 
Under the constitution of 1917, and by- 
laws and regulations for carrying it into 
effect, we feel that Mexico is threat- 
ening to disregard this great elemen- 
tary principle by undertaking a retro- 
active application of their constitution 
to property of our citizens acqyired long 
before their constitution was adopted. 

The Senate recently passed a resolu- 
tion supporting the protection of 
American life and property and sug- 
gesting resort to arbitration. We have 
at present two commissions of arbitra- 
tion with Mexico, and the principle of 
arbitration has always been strongly ad- 
vocated by our government. Everybody 
favors arbitration when the question 
at issue is arbitrable. Under the pres- 
ent circumstances I can see grave dif- 
ficulties in formulating a question 
which the two governments would 
agree to submit to such a tribunal. The 
principle that property is not to be con- 
fiscated and the duty of our govern- 
ment to protect it are so well estab- 
lished that it is doubtful if they should 
be permitted to be questioned. Very 
likely Mexico would feel that the right 
to make a constitution and pass laws is 
@ privilege of her sovereignty which she 
could not permit to be brought into 
question. It has therefore seemed that 
we are more likely to secure an adjust- 
ment through negotiation. I am glad 
to report that the Mexican Ambassador 
has recently declared to me that she 
does not intend to confiscate our prop- 
erty, that she has shown diligence in 
capturing and punishing those who 
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have murdered our citizens, and ex- 
pressed the wish, which we so thor- 
oughly entertain, of keeping cordial and 
friendly relations. With a strong sen- 
timent of this nature, which, I am con- 
vinced, animates the people of both 
countries, it will surely be possible to 
reach an amicable adjustment. Our 
two peoples ought so to conduct them- 
selves that there will never be any in- 
terference with our ancient ties of 
friendship. 


Relationship to Nicaragua 
Is Told Congrese 


Our relationship to Nicaragua I have 
set out in detail in a message to the 
Congress. For a dozen years we kept 
a force of marines in that country at 
the earnest solicitation of its govern- 
ment. During this time the people were 
peaceful, orderly, and prosperous, and 
their national debt was greatly re- 
duced. Almost at once after I with- 
drew the marines revolution was start- 
ed. Finally a president was designated 
by jhe congress which appeared to us 
and to other Central American coun- 
tries to have a constitutional title and 
we therefore recognized him. As the 
disorders continued, on his representa- 
tion that he was unable to protect 
American lives and property, I sent a 
force of marines for that purpose, 
Their presence has undoubtedly pre- 
vented the larger towns from being pil- 
laged and confined the fighting for the 
most part to uninhabited areas. We 
have sold arms and ammunition, as we 
did in the case of Mexico, to the Nica- 
raguan government. The revolutionary 
forces appear to have received arms and 
ammunition from some source in Mex- 
ico. With a hope that we might be 
furnished with information which 
would better enable us to deal with the 
situation, I have sent Henry L. Stim- 
son, former Secretary of War, to that 

untry. Meantime, it is reported that 
the government forces have been ap- 
parently successful in driving the revo- 
lutionists from the field. 


In addition to the private property 
of our citizens, which is employed in 
lumber and agricultural operations, our 
government has secured the right to 
construct a canal and establish a naval 
base, for which it paid $3,000,000. Con- 
trary to the general impression, there 
are no oil properties in this country. 
Nevertheless, I have seen cartoons that 
pictured it as filled with oil derricks. 
Our country consumes vast quantities 
of oil and gasoline in its use of auto- 
mobiles, gas engines, and oil-burning 
furnaces. If these products are to be 
kept within a reasonable price, which 
is very important to a great body of 
our citizens, our people who go abroad 
to develop new fields and to increase 
the supply ought to have the encour- 
agement and support of our govern- 
ment. We are not making war on Nica- 
ragua any more than a policeman on 
the street is making war on passers-by. 
We are there to protect our citizens 
and their property from being destroyed 
by war and to lend every encourage- 
ment we can to the restoration of peace. 
While the destruction of life and prop- 
erty has been serious enough, had it 
not been for the presence of our forces 
it would undoubtedly have been much 
worse. 


Toward the governments of countries 
which we have recognized this side of 
the Panama canal we feel a moral re- 
sponsibility that does not attach to 
other nations. We wish them to feel 
that our recognition is of real value to 
them and that they can count on such 
support as we can lawfully give when 
they are beset with difficulties. We 
have undertaken to discourage revolu- 
tions within the area and to encour- 
age settlement of political differences 
by the peaceful method of elections. 
This policy is bound to meet with some 
discouragements, but it is our hope and 
belief that ultimately it will prevail 
This territory is rich in natural re- 
sources and under orderly governments 
is capable of a development that will 
give to its inhabitants all the advan- 
tages of modern civilization. 


It is a curious circumstance that 
some of those who have been willing to 
have us take mandates over far-off 
countries in Asia, where we have no in- 
terest that does not attach to all hu- 
manity, are most critical when we are 
attempting to encourage the mainte- 
nance of order, the continuity of duly 
established government, and the protec- 
tion of lives and property of our own 
citizens under a general reign of law 
in these countries that are near at hand 
and where we have large and peculiar 
intérests. 


China Presents Vital 
Foreign Problem 


Another important problem in our 
foreign intercourse relates to China. 
That country is undergoing a revolu- 
tionary convulsion. It is broken up 
into several separate parts, each claim- 
ing to represent a government, none of 
which we have recognized. Our main 
difficulty here is the protection of the 
life and property of our citizens. We 
have many missionaries there and some 
commercial establishments. We have 
nothing in the way of concessions. We 
have never occupied any territory. Our 
ctiizens are being concentrated in ports 
where we can protect them and remove 
them. It is solely for this purpose that 
our warships and marines are in that 
teritory. 

While this process was going on the 
unfortunate incident arose at Nanking. 
One of our citizens was murdered, an- 
other was wounded, our consulate was 
violated, and when the house in which 
our people had taken refuge was sur- 
rounded and they were actually under 
fire it became necessary for one of our 
ships, and one of the British ships in 
the harbor, to lay down a barrage, to 
drive away the soldiers and the mob 
who were making the attack and to en- 
able our citizens to reach a place of 
safety on our ships in the river. We 
presented with the other powers who 
had suffered like attacks identic notes 
of protest, to which a reply has been 
made, which although conciliatory in 
tone anf to a certain degree responsive, 
leaves the final disposition of the issue 
a matter for further consideration by 
our government. 

Weeks ago we saw this situation 
developing and sent a suggestion to the 
contending factions that they exclude 
the foreign quarters of the city of 
Shanghai from the area of military 
operations, This they failed to do, 
making the dispatch of our forces 
necessary. In a public statement issued 
by our Secretary of State on the 27th 
of January we indicated that we were 
ready to negotiate the release of extra- 
territorial rights as soon as China is 
prepared to give protection to American 
citizens and their property. The friend- 
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proverbial, We feel for her the deepest 
sympathy in these times of her distress, 
We have no disposition to do otherwise 
than to assist and encourage every 
legitimate aspiration for freedom, for 
unity, for the cultivation of a national 
spirit and the realization of a republi- 
can form of vernment. In the 
turmoil and strife of the present time 
we realize fully that forces may be let 
loose temporarily beyond their power 
to control, which may do injury to 
American nationals. It is to ard 
against that eventuality that our forces 
are in Chinese waters and to do what 


ship of America for China has become |. 


China itself would do if peace pre-! 


vailed. We do not wish to pursue any 
course of aggression against the Chinese 
people. We are there to prevent aggres- 
sion against our people by any of their 
disorderly elements. Ultimately the 
turmoil will quiet down and some form 
of authority will emerge, which will no 
doubt be prepared to make adequate 
settlement for any wrongs we have 
suffered. We shall of course maintain 
the dignity of our government and 
insist upon proper respect being 
extended to our authority. But our 
actions will at all times be those of a 
friend solicitous for the well-being of 
the Chinese people. 


America Must Face 
Critics’ Shafts 


The recent period has brought Ameri- 
ca into a new position in the world. 
We shall have to bear the inevitable 
criticisms and try to discharge the in- 
evitable obligations which arise from 
this condition. Because some others 
have pursued that course, it may be 
feared that we shall embark upon a 
program of military aggrandizement. 
Such, however, is not the spirit of the 
American people. If, even where our 
national interests and the protection 
of the rights of our citizens are in- 
volved, we attempt to assist in compos- 
ing difficulties and supporting interna- 
tional law, we must expect to be 
charged with imperialistic motives. In 
our international intercourse we must 
hold ourselves up to high standards of 
justice and equity. We should be able 
to take offense and quick to grant re- 
dress. The world knows that the whole 
genius of America always calls it to 
the support of the universal rights of 
humanity. 

The civilization ofthe world has been 
accomplished by the acceptance and 
general observance of definite rules of 
human conduct. Our duty demands 
that it be clearly understood at home 
and abroad that we are unwavering in 
our faith in those principles. Those 
who violate them can not hope for our 
approbation. Our attitude toward all 
nations is one of friendship and g6od 
will. Toward those who are yet strug- 
rling to improve the conditions of their 
people and achieve a iarger liberty, it is 
especially one of forbearance. We sup- 
port the demands of right and justice. 
but we are equally solicitous to observe 
the requirements of mercy and com- 
passion. In the attempt of your gov- 
ernment to meet these great obliga- 
tions by which alone an enlightened 
civilized society can be maintained, a 
united America must constantly re- 
spond with service and sacrifice.

TEAMS WORK IN RELAYS 
IN EFFORT TO SAVE HIM 


New Dresses Here 
For Women and Misses 


Victim of Paralysis Smiles, 


Asks for Cigarettes and 
Takes Nourishment. 


Roanoke, Va., April 25 (By A. P.).— 


“Give me more breath!” is the almost 


constant plea of Walter L. Boothe, 18- 
year-old farmer of Botetourt county, to 
friends who are working in relays to 


pump air into his lungs, which col- 
lapsed last Thursday while he was 
about to be operated upon for a dis- 
located vertebrae. The youth entered 
the ninety-fifth hour in which he has 
been kept alive by artificial respiration 
at 4 o’clock this afternoon. 

Attending physicians give the impres- 
sion that Boothe has one chance in 
many of surviving. 

But he hasn’t lost his nerve or his 
grit or his courage—this 18-year-old 
boy from the country, who was s0 
badly injured in an automobile wreck 
back in May, 1926, that his vertebrae 
was dislocated, bringing.on paralysis. 


Ask for Cigarettes. 


He smiles and asks for cigarettes and 
takes nourishment, apparently not suf- 
fering any pain. But he does suffer 
and the pain is profound and when he 
groans and moans he doesn’t seem to 
be aware of it. 

“Hurry up and change,” he whispers 
to the attendants who change places 
every half hour and have been so do- 
ing ever since his lungs collapsed while 
he was on the operating table last 
Thursday morning. 

They look at him, startled. 

“My chest is so sore,” he murmurs. 

It is these changes that bring him 
the most pain. The team, a man on 
each side of his bed, begins pumping 
his arms, lifting them up and down 
like a see-saw—and he gasps and then 
says: 

“Slow” and “fast.” 

“Give me more breath.” 

“Oh, not so hard, please.” 

“Oh, slow,” and “oh, fast.” 

The reinforcements begin work. His 
eyes roll. He moans in helpless despair. 

“More breath,” he gasps. 

And then, after the team has worked 
a few minutes, he smiles again. 

That is the way it has gone ever 
since his lungs collapsed and every bit ‘ 
of medical strategy was employed in an 
effort to save his life. All these hours 
it has been see-saw, up and down, 
with him hopeful and his friends hop- 
ing and the physicians knowing that 
his chances of recovery are too slim to 
mention. 

He cried outright when some one 
accidentlly brushed into the brace 
which is holding his chin up. 


Air Hisses Through His Lungs. 


The ominous silence of the sickroom 
is broken only by the creaking of the 
floor as the workers bend to and fro 
and the barely audible hiss of air that 
rushes between kis swollen lips in re- 
sponse to the rise and fall of his chest. 

His friends toil on—day and night— 
with no thought of ceasing. In an- 
other room, near him a coterie of 
friends await turns. 

“Maybe he'll pull through,” says a 
man coming off duty after pumping 
his arm for half an hour. 

“A lad that’s as game as he is is 
bound to come through,” says another.

Detroit, Mich., April 25 (By A. P.).— 
Lacking bond of $1,500, Sarsfield P. 
Smiddy, 21 years old, son of Prof. T. 


A. Smiddy, Irish Free State Minister 
to the United States, was in county 
jail tonight charged with having vio- 
lated the Federal traffic act in smug- 
gling whisky from Canada. 

Smiddy pleaded not guilty when ar- 
raigned today before United States 
Commissioner J. Stanley Hurd and was 
held for examination a week hence. 
His arrest, which did not become 
known until today occurred Friday 
while he was at the wheel of an auto- 
mobile being brought across from 
Windsor to Detroit on a ferry boat. 
Customs officers said 43 bottles of 
whisky were brought across in the 
machine, most of it packed under the 
radiator. 

A borrowed automobile and a group 
of four friends figured in the incident, 
according to young Smiddy. He was 
emphatic, however, in saying that the 
owner of the automobile did not know 
the use to which it was to be put. 
The four friends disappeared about the 
time customs officers said they dis- 
covered the liquor leaking from under 
the radiator. Smiddy, left at the wheel 
of the car, was arrested. 

“I did not drive the car till we 
came on the boat to cross the river,” 
young Smiddy said. “Then I took hold 
of the wheel and the other boys walked 
away.” 

Smiddy said he had been employed 
in local automobile plants about two 
years. “I expected to gather enough 
knowledge of motor mechanics to as- 
sist in the motor manufacturing field 
in Ireland,” he said.

Twenty-one reports of advancements 
and developments in the scientific 
world during the last year were made 
by delegates at the opening session yes- 
terday. 

Two developments of note, one deal- 
ing with experiments by which natural 
development of plants was speeded up 
by application of chemicals, and the 
other dealing with the measurement of 
the heat production of a nerve, were 
made by Dr. F. E. Denny, of Boyce 
Thompson institute, Yonkers, N. Y., 
and Dr. A. V. Hill, of Cornell university, 
Ithaca, N. Y., respectively. 

Dr. Denny showed members of the 
academy potato plants sprouted from 
tuber ‘cuttings, to which cholhydrin 
had been applied, and others planted 
at the same time to which no chemical 
was applied. The chemically aided 
plants were from 6 to 8 inches in height 
while the others were barely coming 
through the ground. 

Dr. Hill explained that the nerve im- 
pulses consume food and exhaust nerve 
fibers and are purely physical in their 
natures. An impulse along the nerve, 
he said, was unlike a wave of sound 
and light, but more comparable to the 
flame along the trail of gunpowder, 
consuming as it goes. The nature of 
nerve impulses has been the subject of 
continual discussion and dispute. 

Among local scientists who submitted 
reports. were C. G. Abbot, of the Smith- 
sonian Institution; W. H. Crew and E. 
O. Hulbert, of the maval research lab- 
oratory; Neil M. Judd, of the National 
Museum; F, E. Wright, of the geo- 
physical laboratory; Charles W. Gil- 
more, of the National museum, and 
Paul R. Hey and Francis B. Silsbee, of 
the bureau of standards. 

The sessions will continue through 
tomorrow.

Francesco de Pinedo, Italian aviator 
whose four-continent flight was halt- 
ed by the destruction of his plane in 
Arizona, was welcomed to New York 
today.

Fears of the police were increased 
while Commander de Pinedo was being 
taken to City hall, where the official 
welcome was given. The aviator stood 
up in his automobile, an open car, and 
waved at the crowd that cheered him. 
When a few admirers pressed through 
the escort, Commander de Pinedo shook 
hands with them.

New York, April 25 (By A. P.).—

Allen felicitated the 
membership on the clean record of the 
Associated Press and its efforts to main- 
tain a high policy in meeting the needs 
of its more than 1,200 members. 

Members of the Associated Press, at 
their annual meeting today, unani- 
mously passed a resolutgon for the ap- 
pointment of a special committee of six 
members to investigate and report on 
the situation in regard to outstanding 
bonds of the Associated Press carrying 
voting privileges and to review the sub- 
ject of protest right. 

The committee is to report to the 
board of directors not later thar? the 
next annual meeting. The members 
are: Robert Ewing, New Orleans, 
States; Robert McLean, Philadelphia, 
Bulletin; John Francis Neylen, San 
Francisco Call; Frank B. Noyes, Wash- 
ington Star; Adolph S. Ocks, New York 
Times; Arthur H. Vandenberg, Grand 
Rapids, Mich., Herald. 

The report of the board of directors 
was read at the morning session, show- 
ing that the organization had main- 
tained a steady growth and that its 
membership on January 1 of this year

TO FIND A SOLUTION 


Conference Is _ Indefinitely 
Postponed, It Is Thought, 
by Disagreement. 


“APOLOGY” IS ADOPTED 
BY PREPARATORY GROUP 


Little Ardor for Disarmament 
Manifested at Sessions 
Is Regretted. 


Geneva, April 25 (By A. P.).—A re- 
port formally confessing inability to 
agree on the text of a draft treaty for 
supervision of private manufacture of 
arms was adopted today by the special 
committee charged with preparing a 
program for an international confer- 
ence. 

This is regarded as indefinitely post- 
poning the conference, gs the United 
States insists that the convention 
should apply to arms manufactured by 
governments, while Japan and Italy 
want government manuufacturers ex- 
cluded. 

The alternative texts now go before 
@ special League of Nations commis- 
sion, and later the league council will 
determine the question of procedure. 

Soviet Russia will receive a copy of 
the minutes of the preparatory dis- 
armament commission as a result of a 
proposal made at today’s session by 
Count von Bernstorff, the German 
delegate. : 


Hope for New Attempt. 


Later a German spokesman, in an 
interview with the correspondent for 
the Associated Press, expressed the be- 
lief that Russia will be represented at 
Geneva some months hence when 4 
commission is expected again to try for 
agreement on the larger unsolved prob- 
lems of disarmament and to frame a 
draft treaty which would justify the 
convocation of an international con- 
ference by the council of the League of 
Nations. 

When M. Sokal, of Poland, proposed 
that the commission make a special re- 
port to the council which would be a 
moral balance sheet, explaining the 
difficulties encountered in reaching an 
accord, Count von Bernstorff opposed 
it on the ground that it would be 
merely an apology for “the little ardor 
for. disarmament manifested at tke 
sessions of the commission.” 

Later, however, he approved the plan 
to give the council a concise outline 
of what the commission had been un- 
able to accomplish. 

M. Sokal complained that the public 
insufficiently understood the complexi- 
ties of a reduction in armaments, while 
Sir Cecil Hurst, of England, insisted 
that the world should not obtain the 
impression that the commission has 
said its final word on the disarmament 
problem. 

France, Germany, Great Britain, Ar- 
gentina and Chile ‘today approved an 
amendment introduced by Belgium, 
Poland, Jugoslavia, Rouwmania and 
Czechoslovia whereby the treaty sig- 
natories undertake to abstain from 
using poison gas and bacteria in war- 
time and to abstain also in peace time

close of the day, but there were no 
evidences of emotion from either. 


after the murder was discovered. 

He described at great length the 
position and extent of wounds found 
on the body at the autopsy, describing 
how Snyder must have been beaten 
first on the brow and then rolled over 
and struck on the back of the head. 

He told how picture wire fad cut 
deep into the neck and how the hands 
and feet were tied with a necktie and 
a towel. The nostrils were stuffed with 
cotton soaked in anesthetic and a pad 
of the cotton was bound against the 
mouth and nose with a handkerchief. 


Gray Closes His Eyes. 


Dr. Neail identified the picture wire 
he found around Snyder’s throat and 
it was entered in evidence. He also 
identified architect’s ground plans of 
the Snyder home. 

The large drawings were accidentally 
held close before Gray by lawyers ex- 
amining them and he closed his eyes. 
- A sash weight then went into evi- 
dence, an iron bludgeon about a foot 
long with which it is charged Snyder 
was struck. 

Policeman Robert Tucker testified to 
having been given two sealed glass 
jars containing gauze by Dr. Neail for 
delivery to Dr. A. QO. Gettler, New York 
city toxicologist, 

Dr. Gettler then testified to receiv- 
ing the jars which he said contained 
brain, blood and stomach samples 
taken from the body of Snyder. 

Grain Alcohol and Chloroform. 

He said that grain alcohol and chlo- 
roform were found in the brain. No 
other form of pdison was revealed. 

Under cross-examination by counsel 
for Mrs. Snyder, Dr. Gettler said that 
examination had shown there to be 
considerable alcohol in Snyder’s stom- 
ach but only the faintest trace of 
chloroform. 

Dr. Neail, cross-examined by Dana 
Wallace of counsel for Mrs. Snyder, 
said that the blows on the head of 
Snyder would not have caused death, 
but that the strangulation would have, 
regardless of other injuries. 

When Samuel L. Miller, of Gray's 
counsel, started cross-examination of 
the assistant medical examiner, lawyers 
for Mrs. Snyder objected to his ques- 
tions as to whether examination indi- 
cated a struggle. The objection was 
on the ground that the question was 
“immaterial and irrevelant.” The court 
sustained the objection, but at the close 
of the cross-examination the question 
was asked again and the physician said 
he saw no evidence of a struggle. 

“Since the answer is made, let it 
stand,” said Edgar F. Hazelton, of Mrs. 
Snyder’s staff. 


Waldorf Clerk on Stand. 


William H. Knight, who made the 
arcHitect’s plans of the Snyder home, 
followed Dr. Neail on the stand. 

Continuing after the luncheon recess, 
a Waldorf clerk identified sheets from 
the hotel register bearing Gray’s name 
and that of a woman companion, regis- 
tered as his wife, at intervals over a 
period of two years. Sometimes the 
handwriting making the entries was 
said to be that of Gray and sometimes 
they were said to have been written by 
Mrs. Ruth Snyder, known to the wit- 
ness as “Mrs. Gray.” — 


Finding of Bag Is 


In cross-examination, 
Mrs. Snyder drew from the _ witness 
statements that he had not actually 
seen many of the registrations made. 
The only questions asked by Gray's at- 
torneys were to the same point. 

Raymond Bruen, a hotel employe, 
testified of a visit by Mrs. Snyder and 
detectives to the Waldorf, March 21, the 
day after Snyder was killed, in search 
of a bag in a checkroom there. Mrs. 
Snyder identified the bag, he said. A 
police inspector produced the key and 
Mrs. Snyder opened the bag. Bruen 
said he saw a blue dressing gown and 
a bathrobe. 

The bag and its contents were shown 
to the jury. It contained men’s and 
women’s clothing and toilet articles. 

Lieut. H. Smith, of the New York 
police department, told of going to the 
hotel for the bag. He read a long list 
of articles found in the bag, ranging 
from hairpins to a book telling of gen- 
tlemen’s preference for women of the 
same complexion as that of the de- 
fendant. 


Room Clerks Tell of Visit. 


Two women floor clerks at the 
Waldorf told of Gray and Mrs. Snyder 
frequently occupying a room on the 
eighth floor of the hotel. They knew 
Mrs. Snyder as “Mrs. Gray.” 

Leroy Ashley, insurance agent, told 
of visiting the Snyder home as a part 
of his business routine and talking to 
Mrs. Snyder. She told him, he said, 
that she would like to have her hus- 
band have a large insurance policy. 
She urged him, said the witness, to 
see Albert Snyder, and if her husband 
should not be interested, to get his 
signature anyway, and she might be 
able to get him to take a policy later. 
He said he did see Albert Snyder and 
got his application for a $1,000 en- 
dowment policy.

“Slated for Death” Is Charge. 


Snyder, Queens Village art editor, 
was “slated for death” on March 7 last, 
District Attorney Newcombe told the 
jury in his opening statement today. 

“Mrs. Ruth Snyder and her lover, 


Henry Judd Gray, niet in Manhattan| 


that day,” he said, “after Gray had 
bought a sashweight and chloroform 
in Kingston, N. Y.” 

“That day the death of Albert Sny- 
der was decided on and the implements 
of murder were procured. 

“Prior to that two insurance policies 
for $50,000 had been taken out on the 
life of Albert Snyder, with a double in- 
demnity clause for death by violence. 

“Albert Snyder never knew about 
those policies, gentlemen, but Mrs. Sny- 
der knew of them, for she had taken 
them out, and Judd Gray knew of 
them, for he hoped to benefit through 
his mistress.” 


Gray Hid in Darkened Room. 


“Gray then went away but he re- 
turned on the night of the murder and 
hid in a darkened room while Snyder 
was put to bed by his wife. 

“When the poor devil was asleep, Mrs. 
Snyder sneaked out of bed and told 
her sulking lover ‘Now is the time.’ 

“They kissed and then they went ta 
Albert Snyder’s room. They stun 
him with the sashweight, they stick 
chloroformed cotton up his nose, they 
strangle him with picture wire. 

“Then, gentlemen, the job is done. 
Gray wore suede gloves and after the 
murder he takes these off and goes into 
the bathroom where he sees blood on 
his shirt. They burn the shirt and 
her bloody gown. She lends him a 
blue shirt belonging to her husband. 

“Then they decide to make it look 
like a burglary and they upset every- 
thing in the house. 

“They sat then in the house from 8 
in the morning to 6, plotting what 
God knows. 

“Before leaving, Gray binds and gags 
Mrs. Snyder to help out the burglary 
story. Then he takes the train for Syra- 
cuse.” 

Only when he got to Syracuse, New- 
comb said, did he discover a large 
spot of blood on his vest. 

While the district attorney shouted 
to the jury in a voice trembling with 
emotion, Mrs. Snyder and Gray sat close 
behind him, without any show of emo- 
tion stronger than very mild interest.

Dr. Wilson Refers to Presi- 
dent’s Intimate Friends as 
“Sinister Influence.” 


HAYNES VS. YELLOWLEY 
IS ISSUE OF FACTIONS 


Third Term imperiled, Says 
Methodist Secretary; Dis- 
tress in Administration.

/ President Coolidge, Frank W. Stearns 


and Secretary Mellon have become the 
targets in the war which rival dry 
organizations are still fighting for con- 


trot of the prohibition enforcement 
bureau.: 

The appointment of Roy A. Haynes 
as acting prohibition commissioner has 
not solved the problem with which the 
administration was confronted when 
the Antisaloon league and the Meth- 
odist Board of Temperance and Morals 
failed to agree upon a candidate for 
the place. 

The storm) in dry circles has, in fact, 
had much to do with the delay of the 
Treasury Department in reaching a 
decision as to the future status of Mr. 
Haynes. While Wayne B. Wheeler, 
general counsel of the Anti-saloon 
league, is urging his supporters to flood 
the Treasury with messages of indorse- 
ment, Dr. Clarence True Wilson, super- 
intendent of the Methodist Board of 
Temperance and Morals, who urged E. 
C. Yellowley for the commissionship, Is 
criticizing the President in public 
speeches for his effort to “stay on the 
fence” in prohibition enforcement and 
naming Frank W. Stearns, of Boston, 
as the “sinister influence” controlling 
the President’s actions. 


Split on Embarrassing Problem. 


The split in dry opinion and Candl- 
dates has undoubtedly presented the 
administration with what it regards as 
an embarrassing problem. Andrew W. 
Mellon, Secretary of the Treasury, in- 
dicated prior to his departure to 
Europe that the status of Mr. Haynes 
would be settled soon after his return 
to the United States. Since he has 
been back at his desk Mr. Mellon has 
indicated more than once that he is 
in no hurry to settle the problem. 

The latest word yesterday was that 
the question might be determined 
finally before the end of the week, and 
it was acknowledged that there was 
both support and opposition to the 
retention of Mr. Haynes. 

The most gutspoken expression of 
disagreement and disappointment 
whick Dr. Wilson has made yet relative 
to the attitude of the White House 
was made in an address which he 
made in Boston. In it he predicted 
that “continued submission to the 
sinister influence” would be the only 
thing that would keep the President 
from a third term. 

The reply of the Antisaloon league to 
this attack made through Mr, Wheeler 
was that “Dr. Wilson is not well post- 
ed.” The spokesman of this faction of 
the drys refused to say anything fur- 
ther for quotation, but he made it 
plain that he had always found Mr. 
Stearns extremely friendly from a pro- 
hibition standpoint. 


Not Views of Antisaloon League. 


Another Antisaloon league leader, 
who did not wish his name used, said: 

“It would only aggravate a bad mat- 
ter were I to state this over my signa- 
ture, but I intend to writg personally 
to Mr. Stearns and tell him that the 
views expressed by Dr. Wilson are not 
entertained in the slightest degree by 
the Antisaloon league.” 

In an address on Saturday before the 
New England Methodist Episcopal con- 
ference Dr. Wilson used plainer lan- 
guage than he has ever before. He as- 
sailed Wilson, Harding and Coolidge as 
Presidents “who had had a chance to 
write their names in history with 
Washington’s and Lincoln’s — and 
failed.” 

Wilson, the temperance leader 
charged, deliberately “‘plotted” to leave 
the prohibition amendment without 
enforcement machinery by vetoing the 
Volstead act. Harding, he said, “blind 
to his stern responsibility,” appointed 
a “whisky maker and dealer” to the 
head of the nation’s dry forces. Cool- 
idge, “controlled by a sinister influence 
at the White House” is now imperil- 
ing, Dr. Wilson said, his only charce 
for reelection. 

Declaring that the “sinister influ- 
ence” might as well be “smoked out to- 
night as at a=y other time,” Dr. Wil- 
son named Mr. Stearns as the man who

Of- 
ficials hardly attempted to 
their disgust that so prominent a dry 
should attack the closest friend of 
the President, after all that the admin- 
istration had done to meet the desires 
of recognized dry leaders. 

This feeling was all the more pro- 
nounced since it has always been ap- 
parept that Mr. Stearns played little 
if any part in public affairs, and occu- 
pied merely a social status in his rela- 
tions with the President and Mrs. 
Coolidge.

AFTER VISIT 10 GOOLIDGE 


Merely Welcomed President, 
Is Answer to Queries on 
1928 Candidacies. 


New York, April' 25 (By A. P.)i— 
Al Smith, Democratic governor of New 
York, paid his respects today to Presi- 
dent Coolidge in his Biltmore hotel 
suite, but whether the 20-minute con- 


ference included a discussion of the 
presidential candidacy possibilities of 
either was not divulged. 

Asked what transpired at the visit, 
Gov. Smith replied: 

“I called, of course, to bid him wel- 
come to the city. I told him to do 
anything he wanted to, providing he 
didn’t get caught at it.” 

When asked what the President said, 
the governor answered: 

“He said he would take a chance.” 

Gov. Smith, in the city for the week- 
end, went to the President’s suite from 
his own rooms, three floors below in 
the hotel. 

President Coolidge arrived here to- 
day from Washington to address the 
United Press at its twentieth anniver- 
sary celebration. He was accompanied 
by Mrs. Coolidge and a staff of four. 

As a symbol of the G. O. P., a live 
elephant provided by the Young Re- 
publican club, met the party at the 
station. Seventh avenue wes thronged 
for several blocks by spectators, who 
saw the party whisked away to the 
Biltmore hotel in two automobiles. 

The trip from Washington was made 
without incident, the President retir- 
ing to his drawing room for a nap after 
luncheon, and remaining fn seclusion 
during most of the journey.

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AMERICA’S FOREIGN POLICY. 
President Coolidge has rendered val- 


‘ uable public service by reviewing the re- 
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lations of the United States with Mexico, 
Nicaragua and China. His remarks were 
addressed directly to members of the 
press, and indirectly to the American 
people. In his suggestion that the Ameri- 
can press should be “first of all, 
thoroughly American,” there is food for 


: thought on the part of journalists who, 
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for the sake of displaying alleged su- 


-perior wisdom, too often find fault with 


.the United States government and en- 
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courage foreign governments to work 
injustice to American citizens. 

The President’s review of Mexican re- 
lations shows conclusively that the Calles 
government is attempting to evade the 


3 obligation accepted by Mexico when the 


Obregon government was recognized. A 
formal promise was made that American 
property acquired before 1917 would not 
be confiscated. The Calles government 
now insists that this promise was made 
by the Obregon government and is not 
binding upon its successor. 

The obstacles in the way of submitting 
the Mexican controversy to arbitration 
are outlined by Mr. Coolidge. On one 
side is a government whose constitution

This outline of American policy ‘in 
dealing with Mexico, Nicaragua and 
China can not fail to meet with the ap- 
proval of the American people. It is 
patient, self-respecting, and effective, as 
becomes a powerful nation that is bound 
to control itself while protecting its citi- 
zens. In days to come the Chinese nation 
will remember that the United States 
was its friend in time of need. 


TWO GREAT ISSUES. 


Senator King, of Utah, exposes the das- 
tardly conspiracy of the enemy when he de- 
clares that the Republicans are trying to in- 
duce the Democrats to make prohibition an 
issue. ‘‘They have handed us the hot end of 
the poker,’’ remarks the astute Democrat of 
Utah. ‘“‘We will not make prohibition an 
issue.” 

Extreme wets and drys think they have 
started something in the Republican party by 
inducing Senator Borah and Dr. Nicholas 
Murray Butler to quarrel over the question 
of making prohibition an issue in the next 
Republican convention. Bah! They are 
wrong, and Senator King is right. The Re- 
publican party in national convention assem- 
bled will recognize only one controlling issue— 
the issue of Republican success. The liquor 
question will not split the Republican party, 
Senator Borah and Dr. Butler to the contrary 
nothwithstanding. The Republican party is 
composed of two great elements—wets and 
drys—and on the paramount issue they are 
like a band of brothers. When the hour 
strikes, Brothers Borah and Butler will clasp 
hands and join in singing that inspiring song, 
“‘Here’s to the Grand Old Party!” A plank 
will be framed upon which all Republicans 
can stand, wet or dry, without yielding a jot 
or tittle of individual independence. 

Prohibition is a mighty issue—no doubt of 
that. The country is going to the dogs, and 
each side accuses the other of diabolical in- 
tent. But there is a mightier issue for all 
Republicans, and that is the issue of Republi- 
can victory. If the Democrats think the Re- 
publican party will split on the liquor question 
they have another think coming. Senator 
King, a wise Democrat, sounds the warning 
against making prohibition an issue within 
the party. Many Democrats are wet, and 
many others are dry; but if they are as far- 
sighted as Senator King they will pick out 
the real issue and make their fight upon it. 
That issue is Democratic victory. The Demo- 
cratic war-cry of 1928 should not be com- 
posed of discordant yells for and against liquor, 
but a single overwhelming chorus: “The Re- 
publicans have all the jobs! Throw them out!”’

The Couzens committee in 1924 made dis-

It is announced that there are eighteen main 
subjects to be investigated connected with the 
valuation of mines, oil and gas wells, deprecia- 
tion’, earned income, credits, gifts, trusts, cor- 
porations, stock dividends, &c. The method 
of making refunds is also to be considered. 

Tax revision, rather than tax reduction, will 
occupy the attention of the advisory committee 
and the joint congressional committee. From 
present indications the Treasury will need all 
the money that the law of 1926 can produce.

STABILIZING THE DOLLAR. 


Representative Strong, of Kansas, announces 
that he intends to resume the campaign in 
favor of his bill intended to stabilize the dol- 
lar. He will devote the summer to explain- 
ing his proposition to organizations of business 
men throughout the country. He believes his 
plan directing the Federal Reserve Board to 
prevent deflation and inflation of the cur- 
rency will prevent business booms and de- 
pression and stabilize production, employment 
and the general level of prices. 

The House committee held extensive hear- 
ings on the plan and several economists gave 
their views, which have been printed in a 
public document. While there is deep in- 
terest in the matter, insufficient evidence or 
expert testimony has been produced to war- 
rant conclusions. 

In a public statement Representative Strong 
says that leading economists have admitted 
the need of stabilizing the general price level 
or the purchasing power of the dollar: that the 
Federal Reserve system was created without 


inflation and the power to control the value of 
every business contract and commodity.” 
is declared that under the proposed measure, 
there is no addition to the powers of the Fed- 
eral board, but merely a plan whereby those 
powers shall be directed. 

Some of the suggestions made by 
Kansas representative to support his plan may 
be open to criticism.

Mr. Coolidge says: 


The Senate recently passed a res ‘lution 
supporting the protection of Americ a life 
and property and suggesting resort to ar- 
“itration. We have at present two com- 
missions of arbitration with Mexico, and 
the principle of arbitration has always 
‘een strongly advocated by our govern- 
ment. Everybody favors arbitration when 
the question at issue is arbitrable. Under 
tlre present circumstances I can see grave 
difficulties in formulating a question 
which the two governments would agree 
-9 submit to such a tribunal. The prin- 
tiple that property is not to be confiscated 
and the.duty of our government to protect 
it are so well established that it is doubt- 
ful if they should be permitted to be ques- 
tioned. Very likely Mexico would feel that 
the right to make a constitution and pass 
laws is a privilege of her sovereignty 
which she could not permit to be brought 
into question. It has therefore seemed 
that we are more likely to secure an ad- 
justment through negotiation.

We do not wish to 
pursue. any course of aggression against 
the Chinese people. We are there to pre- 
vent aggression against our people by any 
of their disorderly elements. Ultimately 
the turmoil will quiet down and some form 
of authority will emerge, which will no 
doubt be prepared to make adequate set- 
tlement for any wrongs we have suffered. 
We shall, of course, maintain the dignity 
of our government and insist upon proper 
respect being extended to our authority.

Apart, however, from these merely utilita- 
rian considerations, there are certain social 
and ethical qualities which generally go with 
the so-called aldermanic proportions and ro- 
tundity, and which it would be a pity to see 
vanish from a world already suffering inordi- 
nately from an exaggerated egoism and an 
undiluted cynicism.

TAX REVISION. 

Representative Green, of Iowa, chairman of 
the joint congressional committee on internal 
revenue taxation, has appointed the four mem- 
bers of the advisory committee which is to work 
out a plan of tax revision in conjunction with 
the joint committee created under the revenue 
law of 1926. 

Mr. Green has issued an invitation to the 
public to submit recommendations for tax re- 
vision, with a view to eliminating weak spots 
in the administration of the law. It is believed 
that such recommendations will lead to a dis- 
closure of what revisions:are needed. These 
recommendations, it is believed, will obviate 
the necessity of holding prolonged meetings of 
the joint committee and the two committees of 
Congress that will frame legislation. 

The story of revenue legislation since 1917, 
when the United States entered the world war, 
and when large sums of money were needed, 
begins with the revenue act of 1918, which 
produced in 1919 about $3,850,150,078—an 
increase in revenue of about $2,900,000,000 as 
compared with the year 1917. 

In the fiscal year 1920 the government col- 
lected more than $5,407,580,251 in internal 
revenue taxes, mostly income and profits taxes, 
The collections in that one year were about 
one-fifth of the total internal revenue tax col- 
lections for the preceding period of 57 years.

But the disaster grows in intensity as the 
news comes from the more remote sections of 
the flooded region. Nor is the flood at its 
peak in the lower reaches of the river. More 
damage is reported each hour and the number 
of starving and homeless is on the increase. 
The difficulties surrounding the relief workers 
can not be appreciated by those who have 
never seen the force of that tremendous 
stream. 

At the suggestion of President Coolidge Sec- 
retary Hoover has gone to the front and is 
already in Memphis to supervise the care of 
the refugees. The resources of the army, in 
the way of tents and bedding, have been placed 
at the disposal of the Red Cross, and that great 
humanitarian organization has its personnel 
and its nurses in the midst of the suffering. 

But money is needed and needed now. Tens 
of thousands must be sheltered and fed, women 
and babies have lost all they possessed in the 
way of clothing and covering. They are with- 
out food, and although surrounded on all 
sides by water have ‘“‘not a drop to drink,” 
other than the mud-filled fluid which has de- 
stroyed their homes and the lives of so many 
of their relatives and neighbors. 

The appeal of the President is not likely to 
go unheeded, but the givers should remember 
that $1 today may be worth more than $10 a 
week from now.

JAPAN’S TROUBLES. 

Japan’s financial troubles have forced a gen- 
eral moratorium, following the suspension of 
several important banks. Japan has: suffered 
from internal disasters and the rapid advance- 
ment in the production of substitutes for silk, 
her leading export commodity. But the coun- 
try is suffering also from excessive speculation, 
too close relation between banks and business, 
and currency inflation. 

Japan has progressed amazingly during the 
last 25 years. She appeared to gain by the 
world war, but now it appears she has lost al! 
she gained in that period. This suggests that, 
in the long run, no nation gains permanently 
by war. Even the United States may find that 
when the books are balanced finally, war in- 
flation and excessive speculation and high 
prices brought an abnormal economic condi- 
tion which resulted in as much loss as gain. 

Earthquakes and other disasters have de- 
stroyed much of Japan’s wealth. Large for- 


speculation and inflation has added to her 
troubles. That enterprising country now finds 
itself forced to stop the payment of all debts, 
public and private, until the situation can be 
studied and drastic remedies applied. 

Japan will recover, for the Japanese are a 
resourceful people and enjoy the confidence 
of the business world. The United States will

In density it 
exceeds that of Manhattan, which now 
has but 85,000 inhabitants to the square 
mile as against 96,000 for Paris. In 
fact, due to its vast open spaces, the 
real density of Paris is even greater 
than this, reaching in places over 400 
persons to the acre, or the equivalent of 
250,000 persons to the square mile. That 
such concentration is possible without 
skyscrapers and with little evidence of 
congestion is due, of course, to the fact 
that almost all of intramural Paris is 
built to the maximum legal height of 
about seven stories; while Manhattan’s 
much-vaunted skyscrapers occupy, after 
all, but a minor part of the urban area, 
and exist solely to permit the few to 
exploit their land at the expense of 
many. 

For purposes of comparison, it is the 
department of the Seine, rather than 
Paris within the fortifications, which 
should be considered. This department 


has the smallest area of the 90 depart- 


ments of France, and is the real ad- 
ministrative Paris, containing all the 
contiguous suburbs. While Greater 
London covers 693 square miles, Greater 
Berlin 334, Greater New York 326, and 
Chicago 250, this department has but 
185 square miles of area; yet it had 
in 1926, according to the recent sup- 
plement of the Encyclopedia Britannica, 
a population of well over 4,500,000—a 
half-million more inhabitants than 
Greater Berlin, and on a little more 
than half the area. 

But this departenent does not inc!ude 
all the population considered by the 
French to lie within the suburbs, or 
“banlieue,” of their capital. The de- 
partment of Seine-et-Oise, completely 
surrounding the department of the 
Seine, contains about a millian inhabi- 
tants, and the department of Seine-et- 
Marne, bounding it on the east, about 
400,000, and at least a third of this 
population belongs properly to the sub- 
urbs of Paris. Greater'Paris, therefore, 
can not have a population of less than 
5,000,000, and is probably much larger 
than that. 

It must be admitted that it is size 
chiefly that impresses this post-war 
world. Hence the eagerness of London, 
New York and Berlin to gather into 
their confines as much territory as pos- 
sible, and hence, too, the childish boast 
of Los Angeles that it has a larger area 
than any city in the world. If the size 
of Paris is so commonly misjudged, the 
fault lies largely with the French them- 
selves, who, in emphasizing its beauty, 
have forgotten to call attention to its 
vast population. While it can not 
claim to equal in size either London or 
New York, it is still the third city of 
the world and not likely soon to yield 
this place to the late capital of the 
Hohenzollerns.

ing with his own welfare at stake. It 
is foolish, but there is no law against 
it. But the government of the United 
‘States is created for the service of the 
American people. In international af- 
‘fairs it has only one moral obligation. 
|That is to protect the interests of the 
United States.

ing the winners goes on at the 
present time. Between the radio hour, 
of which I wish to tell you something 
in a moment, the shopping column, 
the market column and the home, The 
Post Housekeeper column, this is a 
busy office, and sorry as I am to relate 
the situation, we have not finished the 
testing to announce the result today, 
but hope and plan to give the deci- 
sion to you on Thursday. The recipes 
came in floods, and are all seemingly 
excellent. It is, as always, hard to 
come to a decision among so man 
splendid recipes when we feel that they 
may all be considered “best. ° 

The thing about the radio hour over 
WRC, of which I wish to tell you, is 
that our program is to be moved from 
10 to 10:30 because of the changed 
conditions brought about by the day- 
light saving schedule that has gone into 
effect in New York. We shall have our 
time from now on from 10:30 to 11:15, 
as we plan to consume about 45 min- 
utes with the work—not wanting to 
give our friends so much of us that we 
wear them out. 

For today in the column I have a 
number of questions to answer—and 
one of them, the first, from a young 
lady exactly 13 years of age who is very 
anxious to make a lemon pie. Her 
name is Florence and she has made to- 
mato jelly from this column, and 
learned how to cook vegetables without 
water in the same way, and she wants 
a pie now. She has no mother to do 
these things for her, and she loves do- 
ing for her father, who helps a great 
deal. There is a lady who cleans the 
house when Florence is in school, but 
this cleaning lady, says the young Miss, 
makes quite “bum” pie crust. And 
father loves pie and so does she—so 
why not try it since the jelly was good? 
Rather a stout heart for thirteen, in 
my opinion, and if the pie is not a 
tremendous success, I miss my guess. 
Do you know, Florence, I think that all 
we need in this life is a desire of ac- 
complishment that is great enough to 
make us do what we want to do in 
spite of all our difficulties. You are 
handicapped only by your years—for 
you have intelligence and desire of ac- 
complishment and the inexperience of 
your years will pass as you grow up— 
and you are going to make a rather 
splendid woman if I may judge from 
this little, interesting note that you 
have written me. When you want any 
more help with your cooking, will 
you write me again—for I shall love 
helping you. And one of these days 
will you come down and see me here 
at the studio after you are free from 
school-and let me show you, or have 
Bessie show you, just how you may 
most easily make pie crust, and biscuit 
for your father, too? Should you like 
that? 


O™ contest, as we said last time, 


Lemon Meringue Pie. 


First of all, Florence, measure a cup 
of flour into a bowl, and then put into 
the flour just about as little salt as 
you can keep on the end of a teaspoon 
or pinch up with your thumb and first 
finger. That is called a “pinch of salt.” 
Add next to the bowl with your flour 
a half of a cup of crisco—possibly a 
little less than half of a cup exactly, 
for it will be quite sticky and heavy 
if you are not careful with as much 
crisco as a half cup. Then take a silver 
knife and cut the chunk of fat all up 
into little pieces until they are so small 
that you can hardly find them, and 
when that is done, put in your two 
hands, which you have just washed 
quite clean, and with just the tips of 
your fingers pinch up the flour and 
crisco until it is all smooth and no 
lumps of crisco remain. But be very 
gentle with this work for if you don’t 
the mixture will get all greasy and solid 
and not be a pie crust at all. Next, you 


¥Y/ it in half and put half back in the ice 


must add just a little cold water, about 
3 tablespoonfuls to the, mixture’ after 
you have finished working it with your 
hands and washed the hands again. 
Take the knife with which you first cut 
in the crisco and gently work the water 
into the flour as you did 
first. When it is all 
shape it up into a little ball, but very 
gently still, remember, and drop it out 
onto your wooden board after you have 
covered the board with enough flour 
that you can not see the plain wood 
through it anywhere. Is that all clear? 

You will not need but exactly half 
of the pie crust you have made. Cut 


box and make another filling for it in 
a day or two. Roll out the piece that 
remains on your board until ‘« is thin, 
but not torn, and as even as you can 
make it all around. Then gently, hold- 
ing the rolling pin in the center of 
the circle of crust, turn the crust with 
your fingers back over the rolling pin. 
In this way when you lift the pin you 
can pick up the crust which is over it 
and spread it out over your pie tin 
which must have been placed near at 
hand on the table on which you are 
working. With a knife cut the edge of 
the crust until it just hangs a little 
bit over the outside rim of your pie 
tin and then fold the hanging-over 
edge back on the rim and pinch it up 
in little ruffles. This makes a pretty 
edge and keeps the filling well in te 
pie. Now put the crust in a good hot 
oven for about 12 minutes; it will get 
brown, and then it must be taken out 
and set aside to cool. ¥ 

Now you must make the filling. 
Grate off the yellow part of two small 
lemons, being careful not to grate the 
white part underneath. Put the yellow 
gratings in the top of a double boiler 
and add to them - cup of granulated 
sugar, and then squeeze the juice out 
of the lemons you grated and strain it. 
Break four eggs into another bowl and 
beat them well and then turn the 
lemon juice into them and stir them 
up well. You now have two separate 
mixtures, do you not? You must now 
add to the lemon rind and sugar 1 
large tablespoonful of flour and mix 
it up with the other things in the 
double boiler, and then add the eggs 
and lemon ‘uice also to the double 
boiler. Next you must pour into these 
things 1 measuring cup of boiling 
water. Cook this just as you have 
cooked cereal, with water below it that 
heats through the pan in which you 
have mixed your filling, and cook it 
until it is as thick as it will get. This 
will take perhaps ten or fifteen min- 
utes. Stir it all the time. “hen let 
this mixture cool after it has thick- 
ened. When cool put it in the pie 
crust you have already baked. 

Next you must take two more egg 
whites (put the yolks in a cup of 
water in ice box) and beat them a 
long while until they are stiff and 
dry looking instead of looking as 
though there was water mixed with 
them. Then add to this, just a little at 
a time, two large tablespoons of sugar 
and beat it in well. Beat a little more 
after it is all mixed in, and then spread 
it over the lemon filling that you 
have put into your pie crust. Then 
this is to be put in the oven, with a 
hot flame under the oven, and watch- 
ed carefully until the egg whites on 
the top begin to brown and look 
pretty. Then take it out, and be, oh, 
so careful, not to drop it, and put it 
back on the kitchen table to wait 
until supper time—and you have your 
lemon pie. But I want to suggest that 
you mark your recipe carefully, Flor- 
ence, as you go along. Do not just 
read it over and then try. I have given 
it to you at great length, so that you 
can follow it all very carefully, just 
one step at a time. As you finish one 
thing I’ve told you to do, put a pencil 
mark after the sentence, then do an- 
other thing and put a pencil mark

I apologize as usual for the length 
of time it takes an answer to get into 
the column, and so, to business.

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HOW TO KEEP WELL 


By DR. W. 


PASMOPHILIA is not so much a 
S disease as it is a warp which runs 

through the cloth of which we 
are made. Most of us have none of 
it in our makeup, but many of us 
have. Some of the peculiar attitudes 
and acts of which men are guilty are 
due to this warp of spasmophilla. This 
is the opinion of Dr. Epstein, an 
opinion with which most physicians 
will agree at least in part. 

To begin with, there are the babies 
that vomit readily or regurgitate the 
food in excess of the “spitting up” 
which is normal with babies. Many 
of them have spasmophilia. Of course 
there are some with what may be 
called organic pylorspasm, but most of 
the babies with pylorspasm merely have 
a stomach irritability—a stomach spasm 
—which is founded in spasmophilia. 

This is also true of babies that 
ruminate, or chew the cud, borrowing 
the practice from our friend the cow. 
Finicky appetite and perverted appetite 
Epstein also gives as evidence of under- 
lying spasmophilia. 


Babies who have croup are spasmo- 
philic. There is a cough, an ordinary 
bronchitis to which is added the spas- 
modic feature that makes the disease 
called croup. Of course, this is wholly 
différent from diphtheria, which is 
sometimes called croup. 

Bed wetting is another manifestation 
of spasmophilia. Babies who chill 
easily, who turn pale or get very red in 
the face are spasmophilic. These are 
illustrations of organic spasmodic ten- 
dencies in the respiratory apparatus, 
the digestive apparatus, and the uri- 
nary apparatus. Other organs may show 
the same spasmodic tendencies. 

Children have spasms as a result of 
this warp. The spasms of this kind are 
likely to start in one place. For in- 
stance, one baby will have a spasm of 
the foot which will develop into gen- 
eral spasms. Another will start his 
trouble with a contraction of the hand. 
Emotional disturbances of various kinds 
in babies is of the same origin. 


Childhood does not end the story. 
Many of the peculiar whines and much 
of tne odd behavior of grownups is a 
hangover of this same spasmophilia. 

All of which makes out a pretty good 
case. However, the case is better when 
we know that the preventive and the 
cure is sunlight and open air. There 
are five tests by which the diagnosis 
can be made if the history leaves it in 
doubt. It is due to a deficiency of lime 
in the blood, and that tissue can be ex- 
amined chemically. Sunlight = fre 
air increase the lime in the blood. ‘® 
do good milk, cereals and vegetables.

Since fortune decrees that each regu- 
lar theatrical season must come to a 
close around this’ time of year, flowérs 
of May in the offing and June roses 
about to bud and bloom, the doors 
the Belasco might well “swing to” 
urday night after the curtain falls on 
the last act of “Old English.” Then, 
George Arliss having added the per- 
fect portrait to the frame might go His 
way leaving, at least, pleasant mem- 
ories. 

On his second visit in John Galse 
worthy’s play, Mr. Afliss last night re- 
ceived a tribute few actors enjoyed the 
whole year through. He was, at the 
end, called upon for @ curtain speech. 
This in itself is the test, aside from a 
triumphant tour of the country. Play 
and player have here, happily met. 
What a splendid writer failed to A 
corporate in his script a good actor 
has added, in way of plastic expression; 

so that, in its present form, “Old Eng- 
lish” approaches, if it does not actually 
attain, perfection. Here is character 
study of first magnitude. In Sylvanus 
Heythorp, central character of the play, 
Galsworthy and Arliss have succeeded, 
by a plastering of two arts, in present- 
ing an exceptional embodiment of an 
idea, an ideal and, in some respects; a 
caricature of a country. 

In the philosophy of Heythorp, the 
old shipping master, only one thing 
matters—independence. That gone, or 
about to go, life itself might just ag 
well be forfeited. So it comes about that 
George Arliss, in carrying out a theme 
treatment, is permitted to shuffle off a 
mortal coil as the culmination of a 
drama dominated by a single motiva- 
tion. How well he does this, and the suce 
cessive steps to a climax, is one of the 
treats of the theater. 

Practically the same cast that ap- 
peared here last season is again in sup- 
port of the star—no mere gesture in thig 
instance. There is contrast and conflict 
enough to keep the wheels moving, the 
placing of wits against indomitable 
will, of youth and age, of penury and 
affluence, shrewd business methods and 
shiftlessness, all to make a story. 

“Old English” is typically of the old 
country and of an old man who could 
never say die; a play of old manners and 
mannerisms, one that gives a great 
glimpse of acting such as we see, only 
too seldom see, on the board, groaning, 
so often, with the pain of Lg 3 “ag 
ness.

ALLEGED ASSAILANT 


Couldn’t Forget That Face, 
Victim of Attack Says 
in Court. 


CONFESSION BY FORCE 
IS CHARGE OF DEFENSE 


Client in Bed During Time of 
Offense, His Counsel 
Contends. 


Philip Jackson, colored, accused of 
having criminally assaulted Mrs. Daisy 
Welling on the Capitol grounds on 
February 18, was positively identified 
by her yesterday in criminal court No. 
1 where he is on trial. 

“That is the man. I couldn't forget 
that face,” said Mrs. Welling as Jack- 
gon stood up. 

Mrs. Welling was attacked at night 
as she was on her way home from a 
hotel near the Capitol where she was 


employed as a telephone operator. She 
said Jackson struck her over the head 
twice. The police charge that Jackson 
used a half brick to render Mrs. Well- 
ing senseless and then assaulted her 
and robbed her of $12. 

Before any testimony was taken 
Justice Hoehling suggested that the 
women onlookers leave the courtroom, 
but only two of them arose and left. 
Jackson was arrested by Lieut. O. T. 
Davis of the Fifth precinct on Febru- 
ary 19. On February 22 Jackson con- 
fessed to the attack, but he now seeks 
to have the confession voided on the 
contention that it was obtained by 
force. 

Use of Guns Charged. 


According to the opening statement 
of his counsel, John H. Wilson, the 
detectives “put two guns in the pris- 
oner’s face and told him to confess.” 
Jackson refused for two days after his 
arrest to confess, but finally gave in 


after being beaten, Wilson declared. 

The defense is not relying so much 
on the alleged “third degree” confes- 
810N as they are on an alibi. According 
to Wilson, Jackson was in bed asleep 
when Mrs. Welling was attacked and 
has three witnesses to prove that he 
was not in the Capitol grounds at that 
time and did not even leave his room. 

Mrs. Welling identified Jackson 
twice before the trial. He was lined 
up at Providence hospital with six 
other colored men and picked out by 
her as the assailant, according to the 
government’s contentions. She _ also 
identified Jackson after all of these 
men had been taken out of the room 
and their hats and coats changed. 

Assistant District Attorney William 
H. Collins, who is prosecuting Jack- 
son, demanded the death penalty in 
his opening statement. The trial will 
be resumed this morning.

GOOLIDGE UPHOLDS BIBLE 
IN CHURGHMEN S LETTER 


Familiarity With Scriptures 
Not So Great as in Past, 
He Says. 


150 TONGUES 


President Coolidge upheld the teach- 
ings of the Bible in a letter read before 
the conferénce of some of the church 
leaders of Washington and nearby 
Maryland, held under auspices of the 
National Capital agency of the Ameri- 
car Bible society in the Mayflower 
hotel last night to consider the work 
of disseminating the Scriptures 
throughout the world. 

The President’s letter follows: 

“Sometimes it seems as though a 
popular familiarity with the Scrip- 
tures is not as great at the present 
time as it has been in he past in 
American life. The foundations of our 
society and of our government rest so

that it would be difficult to support 
them if faith in these teachings should 
cease to be practically universal in our 
country. Everyone who has given the 
matter any thought knows of the great 
literary value of the Bible and the 
broad culture, aside from its religious 
aspect, that comes from a general fa- 
miliarity with it. Although it has been 
the subject of most careful and pains- 
taking study for hundreds of years, its 
most thorough students find in it a 
constant revelation of new thoughts 
and new ideals which minister to the 
spiritual nature of the race. 

“It would be difficult to conceive of 
any kind of religious instruction which 
omitted to place its main emphasis on 
the precepts of this great book. It has 
been the source of inspiration and com- 
fort to those who have had the privi- 
lege of coming in contact with it, and 
wherever it goes it raises the whole 
standard of human relationship.” 

The Rev William L. Haven, of New 
York, general secretary of the American 
Bible society, declared that America 
was a Bible nation and it should act as 
the center from which the Scripture is 
spread over the world. 

The Rev. Arthur C. Ryan, also gen- 
eral secretary of the society, likened the 
American Bible society to a provider of 
seed for the sowers of the truth. He 
pointed out that more than 9,000,000 
Bibles were sent out yearly in 150 lan- 
guages and dialects. 

Col. John T. Axton, chief chaplain 
of the army, presided. The Rev. James 
S. Montgomery offered the invocation 
and the Rev. J. J. Muir the benediction. 
The Rev. James Hyatt had charge of 
the arrangement. 


UTILITIES BOARD ASKS 
VIEWS ON 1-MAN CARS 


Letters From Public Invited; 
Citizens Associations May 
Be Sounded Out. 


Col. Harrison Brand, vice chairman 
of the public utilities commission, is 
seeking information on public opinion 
with refererice to the street car com- 
panies’ recent demand to be permitted 
a wider use of one-man cars. He asks 
interested persons to write to him at 
the District building, expressing their 
views, and he is considering address- 
ing communications to all citizens as- 
sociations, asking them whether their 
opposition to the cars still exists. 

The public utilities commission 
adopted a policy not to permit more 
one-man cars than are at present in 
service. This action was taken because 
of the campaign of the citizens’ associ- 
ations. 

Recently the Anacostia Citizens as- 
sociation asked that the newest type 
of one-man cars be placed on the line 
its members patronize. At the public 
hearing following the request, the as- 
sociation’s representatives s-d they 
were against all one-man cars, but if 
they had to have them they wanted 
the improved type. At the same hear- 
ing the street car companies said they 
could not earn future dividends with- 
ou’: increasing carfares unless they 
could use more of the cars to econo- 
mize on pay rolls.

CITY HEADS SHOCKED 
BY CELLS AT COURT 


Officials Meet to Consider 
Means of Eliminating 
Crowded Conditions. 


Congestion in the cellrooms of the 
police court, especially on Monday 
mornings, occupied the attention of 
District authorities yesterday. On invi- 
tation of Judge George H. Macdonald, 
Commissioners Proctor L. Dougherty 
and Sidney F. Taliaferro made 4 tour 
of the cellrooms and announced them- 
selves shocked at conditions.

BROWN 10 EXPLAIN PLAN 
OF COMMUNITY GENTERS 


Will Tell Recreation Officials 
of Park Board’s Neighbor- 
hood Program Today. 


NEED OF AID HELD VITAL 


At the request of Mrs. Susie Root 
Rhodes, superintendent of playgrounds, 
Maj. Carey H. Brown, engineer officer, 
National Capital park and planning 
commission, will explain this morning 
to recreation officials of the District 
the commission’s plan for neighbor- 
hood centers, playgrounds and their 
acquisition. 

Park and planning commissioners ex- 
plained yesterday that the growth and 
activity of citizens associations in re- 
cent years is ample evidence of the 
need for neighborhood centers in the 
District, because in Washington, more 
than in most cities, the neighborhood 
is the unit of social and political in- 
terest, and pkysical organization of 
areas according to definite plans is 
necessary. 

While present plans of the commis- 
sion include no definite locations for 
centers, their location is contemplated 
at points within a half or quarter of a 
mile distance from the people they 
will serve, and probably will average 
about 160 acres, it being estimated that 
such-sized units would care for the 
population of about 5,000 persons in 
one-family houses. 

Figures prepared for the District by 
the commission show that normal de- 
velopment withir its confines is 124 
families an acre, or approximately 8,400 
persons to a 16)-acre unit. It is ex- 
plained, however, that in apartment- 
house districts population is as high 
as 140 families an acre. 

Under present plans, units will have 
small parks anc open spaces suited to 
neighborhood use, and in general 10 
per cent of the 160 acres will be re- 
served for recreation purposes. The 
commission’s plans provide for the cen- 
ter as the heart of the unit, to be 
equipped with facilities for service of 
the community, these being assembly 
hall, gymnasium, library, swimming 
pool and a service unit for police and 
fire protection. 

Recreation experts now have set 100 
square feet per child as desirable space, 
with 50 feet as a minimum for children 
up to the seventh school grade, smaller 
playgrounds being. discontinued gen- 
erally. 

at is a hope of park and planning 
officials that playground plans may be 
executed in connection with those for 
branch libraries. They may facilitate 
progress of the branch library program 
and simultaneous enactment would ef- 
fect great economy.

Opening observance of American 
forest week in the District public 
schools, Commissioner Sidney F. Talia- 
ferro yesterday addressed 1,800 sixth, 


seventh and eighth grade pupils of 
fourteen elementary schools, at exer- 
cises in the Central High school audi- 
torium. Educational films loaned by 
the forestry service were shown, and a 
concert was given by the Marine band. 

Under the direction of Miss Esther 
Scott, head of nature study in the 
schools, the assemblies will continue 
through next Monday. This morning 
children from the Toner, Wakeman and 
Grant schools will be addressed, by a 
forest service representative in the 
Interior Department auditorium, and 
this afternoon the Fairbrother, Brad- 
ley, Smallwood, Amidon, Greenleaf, 
Arthur and Seaton schools will be rep- 
resented at a similar assembly in the 
National museum.

Legislators to Be Asked to 
Prociaim Key’s Hymn as 
Official. 


WILL OFFER MEASURE 
DURING COMING SESSION 


Reports of Officers Read at 
Opening of Organization’s 
| 35th Council. 


Congress will be asked again at its 
next session to adopt a resolution pro- 
claiming “The Star-Spangled Banner” 
the official national anthen of the 
United States, it was announced yes- 
terday at the afternoon session of the 
National Society, United States Daugh- 
ters of 1812, in the Willard hotel. 

While the army, navy and marine 


corps recognize the Francis Scott Key 
hymn as the national anthem, no leg- 
islative action ever has been taken to 
proclaim it as such. Meanwhile, or- 
ganizations and individuals are seek- 
ing to have other songs adopted as the 
anthem. 

Mrs. Samuel Preston Davis, of Arkan- 
sas, the national president of the 
Daughters of 1812, announced yester- 
day that a member of Congress would 
offer the resolution at the next ses- 
sion, and she called on all daughters 
to urge their ‘senators and representa- 
tives to vote in favor of it. 

Col. James A. Moses, director general 
of the United States Flag association, 
declared at last night’s session that 
$1,000,000 a month was being spent on 
anti-American propaganda in this coun- 
try, and that there were 603 publica- 
tions printing such propaganda. 

Mrs. Davis scored the forces whose 
aim is to destroy the American govern- 
ment, and called on the daughters to 
buckle on the armor of patriotism and 
drive them out.

Col. Moss presented the following 
women with patriotic service medals, in 
recognition of their services in foster- 
ing reverence for the flag:
